To  find  the  real 
basis  for  the  timing  of  the  invasion, 
one  might  better  look  into  the  economic 
and  social  climate  in  Argentina.  It 
would  be  foolhardy  to  underestimate 
Soviet  activities  and  objectives,  but  we 
should  not  overestimate  their  capabili- 
ties. We  have  little  to  fear  from  the 
Soviets.  We  have  more  than  sufficient 
strength  to  defend  ourselves.  They 
have  sufficient  trouble  controlling 
their  own  country  and  satellites.  Our 
system  is  imperfect,  but  it  is  still  far 
superior  to  any  other  political  system 
available  in  this  world.

News  to  Use 


Clarifying  Copyright  Confusion 

If  the  growing  legal  fuss  over  video  and  tape  recorders — which  the  TV,  music, 
movie  and  radio  people  say  violate  copyright  law — confuses  you,  the  following 
may  clarify  your  puzzlement. 

1.  True,  you're  not  supposed  to  duplicate  copyrighted  material  without  permis- 
sion or  payment.  On  the  other  hand,  if  you  don't  do  it  in  quantity  for  commercial 
reasons — i.e.,  if  you  copy  purely  for  personal  use — it's  generally  regarded  as  "not 
actionable"  or  "negligible."  So  don't  let  that  deter  you  from  buying  a  machine. 

2.  In  any  event,  the  litigants  aren't  interested  in  suing  consumers.  What  they 
want  is  special  payments  from  the  equipment  makers — a  demand  that  may  be  in 
the  courts  (or  Congress)  for  years. 

Meantime,  if  you're  on  the  other  side  of  the  fence — i.e.,  a  creative  person — 
remember  that  the  copyright  laws  were  changed  in  the  last  few  years  to  make  it 
easier  for  you  to  protect  your  output.  In  brief: 

Any  creative  work  now  is  automatically  copyrighted  on  completion.  To  nail 
down  your  rights,  affix  a  copyright  symbol  (or  the  word  "copyright")  to  "visually 
perceptive"  copies,  along  with  your  name  and  year  of  publication.  Also,  submit 
two  copies  to  the  Library  of  Congress.  With  certain  exceptions,  works  created 
after  Jam  1,  1978,  are  protected  for  the  author's  lifetime  plus  50  years. 

Arthritis  Gains  Are  Three-Pronged 

For  30-odd  million  arthritis  sufferers,  young  and  old,  there's  still  no  cure  (nor  even 
known  causes)  for  this  multi-faceted  malady.  But  now  the  Arthritis  Foundation 
is  reporting  it's  possible  to  eliminate  the  pain  associated  with  most  forms  of 
arthritis  and  arrest  some  of  the  more  dangerous  varieties. 
Behind  this  encouraging  outlook  are  three  major  reasons: 

1.  Research  has  been  broadening  and  deepening  and  is  now  paying  off. 

2.  The  pharmaceutical  houses — which  find  arthritis  a  lucrative  field — are 
bringing  out  a  steady  parade  of  prescription  medicines  that  show  high  promise  of 
reducing  pain  or  arresting  the  disease.  Two  recent  examples:  A  non-narcotic 
analgesic  (painkiller),  composed  of  diflunisal,  said  to  be  especially  potent,  long- 
lasting  and  that  will  not  interact  with  alcohol;  and  a  once-a-day  medication 
(benoxaprofen)  that  combats — and  may  even  arrest — osteoarthritis  and 
rheumatoid  arthritis. 

3.  Doctors  are  becoming  more  sophisticated  in  treating  the  affliction.  Some 
medical  schools  now  have  a  sub-specialty  called  rheumatology. 

Meantime,  the  Arthritis  Foundation  continues  to  warn  sufferers  not  to  fall  for 
dubious  "cures,"  most  of  which  are  useless  and  could  even  be  harmful. 


Bone  Up  For  Bargains  In  Jewelry 

Some  of  the  ads  you  see  for  bargain  jewelry  these  days  may  seem  highly 
tempting,  but  it's  a  good  idea  to  read  the  specifications  carefully. 

Gold:  Rated  by  "karats,"  Twenty-four  karats  constitute  fine  ("pure")  gold. 
Ergo,  18  karats  would  be  75  percent  gold;  14  karats  would  be  58  percent,  and  so  on. 
Anything  under  10  karats  (41.7  percent)  cannot  legally  be  called  "gold"  in  the 
U.S.  (in  England,  it's  nine  karats).  Now  for  some  tricky  definitions:  "Solid  gold" 
simply  means  the  object  is  not  hollow.  "Gold-electroplated"  designates  an  over- 
lay the  equivalent  of  seven-millionths-of-an-inch  of  fine  gold;  if  the  overlay  is  less 
than  that,  it  must  be  labeled  "gold  flashed"  or  "gold  washed." 

Silver:  In  the  U.S.,  any  item  described  as  "silver"  automatically  must  be 
"sterling  silver"— i.e.,  92.5%  pure  silver.  "Silver  plate"  is  just  what  it  says— an 
overlay  of  varying  density. 

Gem  Stones:  The  standard  measure  of  weight  is  the  "carat"  which  is  1/142  of 
an  avoirdupois  ounce  or  200  milligrams.  A  "point"  (pt.),  frequently  used  to 
describe  ultra-small  diamonds,  is  1/100  of  a  carat,  or  2  milligrams. 

Incidentally,  countries  the  world  over  generally  adhere  to  the  designations 
listed  above,  though  the  minimums  and  tolerances  may  vary,  as  does 
enforcement.  Among  the  very  strict:  England,  the  U.S.,  Canada.

Should  An  Amendment 


Be  Passed  To  Balance  The  Budget?

The  federal  budget 
was  last  balanced  in  1969.  In  the  sub- 
sequent 12  years,  federal  spending  is 
three-and-one-half  times  greater  and 
deficits  have  added  $430  billion  to 
the  total  national  debt,  which  now 
exceeds  $1  trillion. 

The  combination  of  rapid  growth 
in  the  federal  sector  and  the  result- 
ing deficits,  financed  to  a  significant 
extent  through  money  creation, 
have  been  the  cause  of  steady  infla- 
tion, record  interest  rates  and — most  recently — economic 
recession  with  falling  output  and  rising  unemployment., 
The  Tax  Limitation/Balanced  Budget  Amendment 
would  require  Congress  to  adopt  a  budget  statement 
ahead  of  each  fiscal  year  under  which  outlays  would  not 
exceed  receipts.  In  addition,  the  annual  increase  in 
planned  or  budgeted  receipts  would  be  limited  to  the  rate 
of  growth  in  national  income  in  the  preceding  calendar 
year. 

As  the  year  progressed,  actual  receipts  would  not  neces- 
sarily equal  budgeted  receipts,  but  actual  outlays  could 
not  exceed  budgeted  outlays.  This  provision  effectively 
limits  the  growth  in  federal  spending  to  the  growth  in 
national  income. 

Exceptions  are  provided.  In  any  year,  projected  outlays 
could  exceed  receipts.  Congress  could  plan  a  deficit  by  a 
recorded  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  whole  membership  of 
each  House. 

The  increase  in  planned  tax  receipts  could  exceed  the 
rate  of  growth  in  national  income  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  whole  membership  in  each  House  and  approval  by 
the  President. 

The  provisions  of  the  article  would  be  waived  for  any 
fiscal  year  in  which  a  declaration  of  war  is  in  effect. 

Critics  of  a  constitutional  amendment  to  promote  fiscal 
discipline  argue  that  its  inflexibility  would  hamstring 
contracyclical  fiscal  policies.  They  maintain  that  statu- 
tory approaches  are  preferable. 

The  Tax  Limitation/Balanced  Budget  Amendment 
would  put  neither  the  economy  nor  Congress  in  a  policy 
straitjacket.  Deficits  could  still  occur  in  recessions  as 
actual  revenues  fell  short  of  those  in  the  budget  plan,  and 
vice  versa  in  expansionary  periods. 

Moreover,  Congress  could  deal  with  emergency  condi- 
tions by  a  three-fifths  vote  on  deficits  or  a  majority  vote  on 
taxes. 

Statutory  approaches  have  been  tried  off  and  on  since 
the  late  1960s.  The  record  shows  they  have  failed. 

Survey  after  survey  demonstrates  that  a  majority  of  the 
public  wants  an  end  to  excessive  government  spending 
and  chronic  budget  deficits.  Rapid  ratification  by  the 
states  is  expected  to  follow  Congressional  approval. 
S.J. Res.  58  and  H.J. Res.  350  would  pave  the  way  for  a  new 
era  of  fiscal  responsibility  in  the  United  States.  That 
approval  is  vital  to  the  economic  certainty  and  predicta- 
bility so  essential  to  a  long-term  economic  recovery.

While  we  cannot  control  many  of 
the  factors  that  contribute  to  infla- 
tion— including  energy  prices,  de- 
clining innovation,  lagging  produc- 
tivity and  the  scarcity  of  venture  and 
investment  capital — we  can  control 
the  federal  budget.  So  let  us  begin  our  fight  against  infla- 
tion with  a  permanently  balanced  federal  budget. 

As  our  opening  salvo  in  that  fight,  Sen.  Max  Baucus, 
D-Mont.,  and  I  have  reintroduced  our  Fiscal  Responsibili- 
ties Act.  This  bill  amends  the  1974  Budget  Act  to  require  a 
permanently  balanced  budget,  with  revenues  and  outlays 
limited  to  21  percent  of  the  gross  national  product. 

Over  the  past  few  years,  we  have  seen  encouraging  and 
dramatic  change  in  thinking  on  and  off  Capitol  Hill.  For 
the  first  time,  I  think  everyone  agrees  that  we  have  to  put 
the  lid  on  government  spending.  Some  would  prefer  to 
amend  the  Constitution  to  require  a  balanced  budget. 
Others,  like  Baucus  and  I,  would  prefer  the  statutory 
route. 

Balanced  budgets  are  not  new  in  government  finance. 
Many  state  and  local  governments,  for  example,  are 
required  by  law  to  maintain  balanced  budgets.  However, 
such  strictures  have  not  stanched  the  flow  of  govern- 
mental red  ink.  Governments  frequently  get  around  the 
balanced  budget  requirement  by  maintaining  two  sets  of 
books,  one  set  for  "capital"  budgets,  another  set  for  "oper- 
ating" budgets.  Add  them  up  and  compare  the  total  with 
income  and — you  guessed  it— a  pool  of  red  ink. 

The  U.S.  Constitution  is  an  inspired  and  resilient  docu- 
ment, which  has  helped  the  American  people  shape  their 
destiny  in  times  of  prosperity  and  of  economic  difficulty. 
It  has  been  amended  only  26  times  in  nearly  200  years, 
sure  testimony  to  that  resilience.  We  should  not  amend 
the  Constitution  every  time  we  face  hard  times. 

In  1980  when  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  consid- 
ered an  amendment  for  a  balanced  budget,  I  voted  against 
it.  I  have  always  thought  that  we  should  amend  the  Con- 
stitution only  as  a  last  resort. 

I  believe  we  should  first  try  to  balance  the  budget  by 
tightening  the  Congressional  Budget  Act  of  1974.  It  can 
be  an  effective  tool  against  excessive  government  spend- 
ing. If  Congress  is  really  serious  about  balancing  the 
budget  to  meet  today's  economic  challenges,  all  we  have 
to  do  is  pass  a  law  to  that  effect.  The  Mathias-Baucus  bill 
does  just  that. 

It  amends  the  Budget  Act,  requiring  a  permanently  bal- 
anced budget.  We  can  accomplish  this  very  quickly  and 
without  the  long  and  uncertain  process  of  amending  the 
Constitution.  However,  each  Senator  and  Representative 
has  to  face  up  to  the  hard  logic  and  hard  voting  needed  to 
bring  this  about.  I  think  it  can  be  done.

Unless  something's 
done,  the  cycle  is 
handed  down  from 
parent  to  child 
for  generations

In  Los  Angeles,  a  cop  with  16  years  on 
the  city  force  returns  to  his  three-bed- 
room home  in  the  suburbs.  It's  been  a 
long,  hot  day  and  the  public  has  spit  at 
him  once  too  often.  He's  relaxing  with 
his  evening  paper  when  his  10-year- 
old  daughter  brings  in  her  report  card. 

"How  many  times  have  I  gotta  tell 
ya,  you  little  nitwit,  you  aren't  going 
to  amount  to  a  hill  of  beans  if  you  don't 
bring  up  these  grades,"  the  policeman- 
father  growls  after  glancing  at  a  col- 
umn of  B's  and  C's.  "I  think  you're  just 
too  stupid  to  do  it!"  For  the  following 
month,  the  policeman  reminds  his 
daughter  how  stupid  she  is. 

In  Minneapolis,  a  $35,000  per  year 
executive  returns  home  to  find  his  wife 
complaining  about  the  whining  mis- 
behavior of  their  nine-year-old  son. 
The  nattily  attired  executive  grabs  the 
boy  by  the  shirt  collar  and  jerks  him 
up  so  his  feet  dangle.  "How  about  me 
laying  a  fist  across  your  face,"  the 
executive  shouts.  "I'll  teach  you  how  to 
behave!"  The  boy  is  never  struck,  but 
the  threats  continue  so  long  that  the 
boy  cringes  whenever  his  father  is 
around. 
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y  Of  Self-hate 


In  Miami,  the  live-in  boyfriend  of  a  welfare  mother  gets 
irritated  with  her  son  who  has  just  entered  the  "terrible 
twos."  So  the  boyfriend  turns  on  the  electric  stove  and 
touches  the  child's  bottom  to  the  red-hot  coils.  Then,  to  stop 
the  child's  anguished  crying,  the  man  ties  him  to  a  bedpost 
with  an  electric  cord  and  leaves  him  in  a  spare  bedroom  for 
several  days.  The  police  later  take  the  child  to  a  hospital 
and  the  boyfriend  to  jail. 

Only  one  of  the  above  incidents  made  the  newspapers 
and  was  labeled  child  abuse.  But  in  all 
three,  child  abuse  was  taking  place. 
Many  children  are  the  victims  of  gross 
emotional  and  verbal  assaults  that 
leave  wounds  that  can't  be  seen. 

According  to  the  National  Commit- 
tee for  the  Prevention  of  Child  Abuse 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  child  abuse  is  a 
pattern  that  can  take  many  forms.  Be- 
sides the  sadistic  injuries  we  occa- 
sionally read  about,  abuse  can  also  be 
physical  neglect,  such  as  lack  of  pro- 
per food,  clothing  or  supervision.  It 
can  be  emotional  neglect  such  as  con- 
stant put-downs,  threats,  cursing  or 
other  verbal  harassment.  Or,  child 
abuse  can  be  depriving  the  child  of 
normal  love  and  caring,  and  it  in- 
cludes sexual  molestation  and  other 
actions  which  hinder  a  child's  normal 
development. 

Abuse  is  likely  to  happen  when  a 
parent  was  the  victim  of  abuse  when 
he  or  she  was  a  child;  when  the  child 
tends  to  be  difficult  and  when  there  is  a 
stressful  home  life  brought  on  by 
money,  marital  or  job  problems. 

Statistics  show  that  74  percent  of 
abused  children  are  under  five.  An 
abused  child  may  act  shy,  withdrawn 
and  uncommunicative  or  he  may  seem  to  be  just  the  oppo- 
site— extremely  nervous  or  aggressive. 

But  once  a  child  has  suffered  abuse,  he  will  probably 
grow  up  to  visit  the  same  form  of  pain  on  his  own  children. 
The  cycle  of  abuse  continues  in  a  legacy  of  self-hate  that  is 
handed  down  from  parent  to  child  for  generations. 

In  the  impressionable  mind  of  a  child,  the  message- 
often  instilled  for  life— becomes:  "If  daddy  hits  (mistreats, 
neglects,  etc.)  me  for  no  reason,  I  must  be  a  really  terrible 
person."  Too  often,  that  child  grows  up  proving  to  himself 
and  everybody  else  just  how  terrible  he  really  is.  Our  pri- 


HOW  TO  SPOT 
CHILD  ABUSE 

While  there's  no  single  list  that 
would  describe  all  child  abuse,  there 
are  a  few  things  to  watch  for, 
experts  say.  Signs  indicating  very 
serious  abuse  include: 

•  Bruises,  broken  bones,  cuts, 
puncture  marks,  swollen  areas, 
missing  hair  or  marks  made  by  bites 
or  cigarette  burns. 

•  The  frequency  with  which  a 
child  shows  signs  of  minor  or  severe 
injuries. 

•  Several  injuries  in  various 
stages  of  healing;  it  would  be  obvi- 
ous that  not  all  could  have  happened 
at  once. 

•  Bizarre  explanations  for  the 
injuries.  Abused  children  can  be 
expected  to  cover  for  their  parents. 

•  Weak  explanations  for  injuries 
offered  by  the  parent. 

•  Sophisticated  sexual  knowledge 
by  young  children. 


sons  are  full  of  them. 

Experts  say  there  are  about  1.1  million  children  abused 
in  the  U.S.  each  year.  Of  that  number,  somewhere  around 
2,000  die  of  their  injuries. 

And  it  doesn't  take  a  lot  of  mistreatment  to  foul  a  child's 
life  and  convince  him  of  his  own  terribleness. 

Psychologist  Robert  M.  Barahal,  a  professor  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin  at  Madison,  wondered  what  happens 
when  a  child  is  "slightly"  battered.  So  he  studied  17  child- 
ren, ages  six  to  eight,  who  had  been 
abused,  yet  not  so  badly  they  received 
any  handicaps.  Nor  were  they  re- 
moved from  their  home  by  a  court. 
None  were  receiving  therapy  for  what- 
ever abuse  they  had  suffered  although 
help  was  readily  available.  None  had 
serious  behavioral  problems.  Mostly, 
the  abused  children  were  the  offspring 
of  middle  class,  working  couples.  Dr. 
Barahal's  findings:  even  though  the 
17  had  suffered  the  milder  end  of  abuse, 
the  pointless  punishment  given  to  these 
kids  had  far-reaching  consequences. 
The  whole  group  did  less  well  on  I.Q. 
tests  than  a  control  group  of  16  children 
who  had  not  been  abused.  The  battered 
children  felt  more  helpless  to  bring 
about  changes  in  their  lives,  such  as 
making  new  playmates  or  getting 
along  with  others. 

"That's  important  because  studies 
done  on  abusive  parents  show  they  feel 
pretty  much  the  same— helpless,"  says 
Dr.  Barahal.  "Such  parents  feel  over- 
whelmed, not  responsible  for  their  own 
destiny,  that  they  can't  alter  their  situ- 
ation and  they  may  explode  under  the 
normal  pressures  of  child  rearing." 
And  the  reasons  for  abuse? 
"Frequently,  people  under  a  great  deal  of  pressure  tend  to 
take  it  out  on  their  children,"  Dr.  Barahal  says.  "Another 
group  that  commonly  delivers  a  low-grade,  but  constant 
type  of  abuse  is  the  career  soldier  stationed  overseas.  These 
men  and  their  wives  feel  isolated  and  without  options  if 
they  happen  to  dislike  their  duty  stations.  If  the  kids  act  up 
a  little,  the  parent's  reaction  is  harsh  and  not  at  all  appro- 
priate to  the  misbehavior." 

It's  not  at  all  surprising  that  most  of  this  abuse  goes  unre- 
ported. One  technique  that  would  help  greatly:  "More  read-

About  12  million  Americans  play  chess. 
Indeed  it  has  been  called  the  most  pop- 
ular of  all  games,  with  devotees  world- 
wide numbering  in  the  hundreds  of 
millions.  Fifteen  thousand  books  have 
been  written  about  it — one  of  the  larg- 
est masses  of  literature  on  any  subject. 

Most  of  those  who  play  are  dabblers 
...duffers.. .what  the  chess  fraternity 
affectionately  calls  "patzers"  (from  the 
German  verb  verpatzen,  "to  make  a 
mess  of).  But  a  sizable  number  are 
good  at  the  game  and  are  incurable 
addicts.  They  play  every  chance  they 
get  and,  not  infrequently,  when  they 
ought  to  be  doing  something  else.  They 
eat,  sleep  and  breathe  chess. 

One  such  chess  freak,  the  art  director 
of  an  advertising  agency,  asked  by 
another  player  what  he  did  in  "real 
life,"  replied  amiably,  "in  real  life  I 
play  chess." 

"It's  the  same  kind  of  addiction  as 
alcohol  or  golf  or  raspberry  sodas," 
explained  a  devotee  of  the  ancient 
game.  Which  brings  to  mind  a  favorite 
story  told  by  chess  players:  "My  wife 
threatens  to  leave  me  if  I  don't  give  up 
chess."  "That's  terrible."  "Yes,  I  shall 
miss  her  dreadfully." 

The  beginnings  of  chess  have  been 
traced  to  the  Middle  Ages  and  even,  by 
some  historians,  to  a  few  centuries 
before  the  Christian  era,  making  it  pos- 
sibly mankind's  oldest  game.  King

Bloodless 
War 

No  cheating,  no  bluffing; 
just  a  game  we  can  trust 


Ferdinand  of  Spain  played  it  when  he 
wasn't  figuring  out  with  Columbus 
how  to  finance  the  latter's  trip  west  to 
discover  America.  Napoleon  played  it, 
although  badly.  That's  kind  of  funny 
when  you  consider  that  Napoleon  was 
very  good  at  war.  And  war — albeit 
quite  without  bloodletting — is  what 
chess  is  all  about,  its  ultimate  objective 
being  to  checkmate  (read:  "kill")  your 
opponent's  king,  though  the  game 
ends  before  his  majesty  dies. 

What's  the  great  lure  of  chess?  Says 
Bill  Abbott,  a  Tucson,  Ariz.,  real  estate 
man  who  has  played  for  19  years  and 
holds  a  national  rating  of  master:  "It's 
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stimulating.  It's  competitive.  And  you 
succeed  or  fail  according  to  what  you 
put  into  it  and  how  good  you  are." 

"With  chess,"  says  Myron  A.  Lieber- 
man  of  the  U.S.  Chess  Federation,  "it's 
one  on  one.  There's  no  luck  involved.  If 
you  lose,  you  can't  blame  the  dice  or  the 
spinners  or  the  cards.  It  was  you." 

A 'New  York  psychiatrist,  Dr.  Ariel 
Mengarini,  put  it  like  this:  "The  beauty 
of  chess  is  that  the  rules  are  clear  cut.  If 
you  win,  no  one  can  take  away  your 
victory.  In  life,  most  of  your  wins  are 
not  clear  cut." 

Chess  is  also  easy  to  learn  (although 
a  good  deal  less  easy  to  master).  It's 
cheap — you  can  buy  a  set  of  chessmen 
and  a  board  for  less  than  $20.  And  it 
may  be  the  only  game  that  is  as  excit- 
ing to  play  without  money  as  with  it. 

There's  no  bluffing.  There's  no  cheat- 
ing. Scandal  sooner  or  later  touches 
just  about  every  game  in  the  sports 
world — football,  baseball,  basketball, 
whatever.  But  not  chess.  "The  only 
sports  we  can  still  trust,"  observed  the 
New  York  Daily  News,  "are  chess  con- 
tests and  marble  tournaments." 

In  the  United  States  in  recent  years 
the  game  has  grown  greatly  in  popu- 
larity. Lieberman  says  there  are  now 
about  100  senior  masters  (so  rated  by 
the  U.S.  Chess  Federation)  where  a 
dozen  years  ago  there  were  only  about 
15.  We  have  some  500  masters,  and  we 
even  have  about  20  grandmasters 
(internationally  designated  by 
F.I.D.E. — Federation  Internationale 
Des  Eschecs,  the  world  chess  organiza- 
tion). "Before  Bobby  Fischer,  there 
were  only  a  couple  of  grandmasters  in 
the  United  States,  and  they  were  refu- 
gees from  the  Soviet  bloc." 

Bobby  Fischer  is  the  unpredictable 
genius  who  gave  chess  its  greatest 
spurt.  He  did  so  when  he  won  the  world 
championship  from  Russia's  Boris 
Spassky  at  Reykjavik,  Iceland,  in  1972. 
For  a  few  exciting  weeks,  chess  was  on 
the  front  page  of  newspapers,  and  peo- 
ple watched  play  on  TV  as  if  it  were  a 
two-month-long  Super  Bowl. 

Still,  nobody  in  the  United  States 
would  contend  chess  is  about  to  put 
football  or  golf  out  of  business.  In 
Russia,  by  contrast,  chess- has  the  sta- 
ture of  a  national  (and,  of  course, 
nationalized)  industry.  That's  because 
the  Soviets  subsidize  their  chess  stars. 
Work  your  way  to  the  top  of  the  Commu- 
nist chess  heap  and  you're  likely  to  find 
yourself  with  all  kinds  of  perks — a  nice 
stipend,  a  car,  an  apartment,  a  dacha 
and  travel  privileges.  Win  the  world 


championship  and  you're  a  national 
hero.  When  Mikhail  Botvinnik  became 
champ  in  1948,  and  then  attended  a 
performance  at  the  Bolshoi  Theater  in 
Moscow,  the  audience  spotted  him  and 
rose  in  homage. 

Russia's  big  wheels  also — although 
without  saying  so — doubtless  view 
chess  as  a  weapon  in  the  Cold  War. 
They  were  mortified  when  Fischer  beat

Spassky.  But  their  feelings  mended 
nicely  when  Anatoly  Karpov  trounced 
Victor  Korchnoi  at  Baguio,  Philip- 
pines, in  1978,  and  again  at  Merano, 
Italy,  in  1981.  Korchnoi  is  Russian,  too, 
but  he  did  the  unforgivable  by  walking 
into  a  police  station  in  Amsterdam  in 
1976  to  announce  that  he  was  defecting. 

Korchnoi  and  Fischer  both  exemplify 
the  rather  widely  held  theory  that 
while  you  don't  have  to  be  eccentric  to 
be  a  chess  grandmaster,  it  helps. 
Fischer,  described  by  one  observer  as 
"that  moody,  long-legged,  overwhelm- 
ingly brilliant  killer  shark,"  insisted  on 
a  special  chair  (black  leather,  chrome 


trimmed)  being  flown  to  Reykjavik  for 
his  use  in  the  match  with  Spassky.  He 
demanded  absolute  silence  in  the  play- 
ing hall.  He  went  into  a  rage  when  he 
was  crossed.  And  he  finally  tossed 
away  the  championship  for  which  he'd 
worked  so  hard  by  forfeiting  to  Karpov 
in  1975  after  a  dispute  over  playing 
conditions.  He  hasn't  played  in  public 
since. 

Korchnoi  refuses  to  drive  a  car  be- 
cause he's  afraid  somebody  will 
arrange  an  accident  and  kill  him.  At 
Baguio  he  complained  that  a  parapsy- 
chologist  in  the  Soviet  retinue  was  try- 
ing to  give  him  the  evil  eye.  He  also 
complained  that  Karpov's  yogurt 
snacks  might  well  be  devices  by  which 
the  Soviets  were  sending  their  champ 
coded  messages.  Raspberry  might 
mean  one  move,  strawberry  another. 

Russia's  Alexander  Alekhine,  who 
won  the  world  title  in  1927,  was  like- 
wise one  of  the  eccentric  geniuses  of 
chess  and,  more  than  that,  one  of  the 
meanest.  "The  sadist  of  the  chess 
world,"  he  was  called.  He  drank  a  lot. 
He  was  vain.  He  was  arrogant.  During 
an  exhibition  match,  an  onlooker 
remarked  to  Alekhine,  "Your  opening 
is  not  according  to  the  book."  Alekhine 
gave  him  a  withering  glance  and 
snapped,  "I  am  the  book." 

On  the  rare  occasions  when  he  got 
beaten,  he  would  lose  his  temper  and 
throw  things.  Once,  angry  over  some- 
thing that  went  wrong  at  the  chess 
board,  he  hurled  his  king  across  the

"They're  really  going!"  proclaimed 
banners  in  the  streets  of  Panama  as 
jubilant  crowds  sang  and  danced  into 
the  tropical  night.  "They"  were  the 
Americans  and  on  April  1, 1982,  under 
terms  of  the  1977  Panama  Canal  trea- 
ties, they  were  turning  over  to  Pan- 
ama all  civilian  police  and  court 
authority  in  what  for  76  years  had 
been  the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  a  10- 
mile  wide  U.S.  enclave  bordering  both 
sides  of  the  strategic  50.7-mile-long 


Panama  Canal. 

The  celebration  marked  the  end  of 
an  initial  30-month  transition  period 
in  the  United  States'  phased  with- 
drawal from  the  historic  inter-ocean 
waterway — scheduled  to  culminate  in 
Panama's  complete  and  final  take- 
over at  noon  on  Dec.  31, 1999 — and  the 
Panamanian  military  regime  was 
making  the  most  of  it. 

Flag-waving  speeches  ("We  have 
broken  our  colonialist  shackles!"),  par- 
ades and  pardons  for  short-term  pris- 
oners added  to  the  festive  air.  The 
cheers  were  loudest  when  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  came  down  outside  the 
U.S.  Federal  District  Court  on  Balboa 
Heights  and  as  Panamanian  police 
moved  into  operations  and  housing 
areas  formerly  patrolled  by  Canal 
Zone  cops. 

The  dwindling  cluster  of  Americans 
remaining  in  Panama,  including  1,900 
former  "Zonians"  still  employed  at 
the  Canal,  and  dependents,  were,  for 
the  most,  part  resigned  to  the  contro- 
versial treaties  and  showed  few  out- 
ward signs  of  emotion.  Personnel  of 


the  Panama-based  U.S.  Southern 
Command,  comprising  the  193rd  In- 
fantry Brigade  and  supporting  Air 
Force  and  Navy  units,  remained  on 
base.  The  Command  is  still  at  its  pre- 
treaty  strength  of  just  under  10,000 
servicemen,  but  will  be  disbanded  by 
the  end  of  1999,  when  all  U.S.  military 
personnel  must  be  gone. 

The  April  1  transfer  of  law  enforce- 
ment was  in  peaceful  contrast  to  the 
riots  of  January  1964,  when  mobs 
stormed  the  Canal  Zone  and  tore 
down  American  flags.  Twenty-one 
Panamanians  and  four  Americans 
were  killed  and  nearly  500  other  per- 
sons were  injured  in  that  bloody 
melee.  It  was  the  worst  of  a  series  of 
anti-American  demonstrations  that 
had  begun  in  the  late  '50s. 

But  behind  the  scenes  of  the  pres- 
ent, orderly  appearing  Canal  phase- 
over,  a  diplomatic  time-bomb  is 
ticking.  Unless  defused,  it  could 
explode  into  a  new  confrontation 
between  the  United  States  and 
Panama.  A  major  crisis  would 
threaten  not  only  the  Canal's  day-to- 
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day  operation,  but  also  plans  for  the 
much-needed  modernization  and 
expansion  of  the  overworked,  68-year- 
old  "Big  Ditch." 

At  issue  are  sharply  differing  inter- 
pretations of  the  two  Canal  treaties. 
One  treaty  runs  until  the  year  2000 
and  transfers  ownership  of  the  Canal 
to  Panama  over  the  remainder  of  the 
century.  A  second  pact  establishes  the 
Canal's  permanent  neutrality  after 
1999,  with  guarantees  of  access  to  all 
ships  of  all  nations  in  peace  or  in  war. 

The  crucial  point  of  difference  is 
whether  the  United  States  has  or  does 
not  have  the  right  to  intervene  unilat- 
erally with  military  force  if  necessary 
to  keep  the  vital  shipping  lifeline  open 
and  operating. 

The  United  States  contends  that  it 
does  have  that  unilateral  right;  Pan- 
ama insists  that  the  United  States  can 
intervene  only  with  Panamanian  con- 
sent and  cooperation. 

Officially,  both  sides  seem  eager 
to  avert  an  open  split.  Panama, 
plagued  by  double-digit  inflation  and

From  the  very  beginning  of  time  man 
has  struggled  to  dominate  the  earth. 
He  has  fought  with  his  neighbor,  and 
nation  has  battled  nation.  Influenced 
by  woeful  ignorance  and  flushed  with 
a  super-exalted  ego,  he  has  managed, 
often  through  devious  means,  to 
subdue  or  exterminate  many  of  the 
large  beasts  that  once  roamed  the 
earth,  as  well  as  numerous  smaller  ani- 
mals, birds  and  reptiles.  However,  any 
time  he  has  entered  into  the  really  big- 
league  competition — against  creatures 


with  whom  he  has  been  jousting  for 
thousands  of  years — his  successes 
have  been  infrequent. 

The  cunning  and  implacable  foe  that 
has  defied  him  at  every  turn  is  the 
insect,  a  creation  that  had  thoroughly 
mastered  the  world  long  before  man 
began  his  assault.  These  long-time  res- 
idents of  our  planet  have  disputed 
every  step  of  man's  invasion  so  persist- 
ently and  successfully  that  man  must 
admit  to  a  losing  battle.  Man  has  never 
yet  exterminated — he  probably  never 
will  exterminate — so  much  as  a  single 
insect  species. 

The  appearance  of  man  on  earth 
established  a  chain  reaction  of  prob- 
lems for  foolish,  feeble  beasts  such  as 
the  tiger,  elephant,  blue  whale,  carrier 
pigeon  and  whooping  crane.  But  the 
insects  simply  took  him  in  stride.  In 

Man's 
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fact  man  has  made  their  day,  so  to 
speak.  They  have  fattened  upon  him, 
injected  his  blood  with  plague  and 
fever,  eaten  and  despoiled  his  food, 
turned  his  floor  joists  into  sawdust, 
feasted  on  his  winter  overcoats  and 
have,  in  general,  gotten  their  kicks  out 
of  keeping  him  in  a  constant  state  of 
siege  and  nervous  tension.  In  fact,  as 
one  bug  expert  once  remarked,  the  com- 
ing of  man  turned  out  to  be  such  a  plea- 
sant, profitable  and  entertaining  event 
for  insects  that  had  not  God  been 
inspired  to  create  man,  it  is  quite  possi- 
ble that  insects  might  have  invented 
him  just  for  laughs. 

Clearly,  insects  have  the  edge  in  this 
confrontation  with  man  for  domina- 
tion of  the  earth.  Man  is  limited  to  a  sin- 
gle species.  On  the  other  hand,  ento- 
mologists estimate  that  there  may  be 


nests,  and  fireflies  produce  cold  light; 
ants  in  their  wanderings  use  celestial 
navigation,  and  the  dragonfly  nymph 
is  jet-propelled:  when  pursued  by  a  pre- 
dator, it  draws  water  into  its  rectum 
and  forcibly  expels  it  to  make  a  jet- 
away.  And  there  is  one  species  of  wasp 
that  has  even  learned  how  to  use  a  tool: 
it  trowels  the  sides  of  its  earthen  house 
with  a  pebble. 

Insects  have  developed  many  highly 
specialized  characteristics.  Bombar- 
dier beetles,  for  instance,  are  famous 
among  entomologists  for  their  ability 
to  repel  enemies  by  using  a  jet  of  scald- 
ing hot  chemicals,  produced  in  a  way 
similar  to  the  ignition  of  spacecraft 
rockets.  "These  are  amazing  insects," 
exclaims  one  scientist.  "They're  like 
crawling  rockets,  waiting  to  go  off." 

Another  unique  creature  is  the  spider. 


telentless  Foe 


shapes  and  habits  that  enable  them  to 
cope  with  life  under  almost  any  circum- 
stance. 

For  instance,  the  hated  cockroach 
was  crawling  the  face  of  the  earth  200 
million  years  ago,  and  is  the  hardiest  of 
all  insects.  They  can  survive  on  a  diet 
of  almost  anything — cigar  butts,  post- 
age stamp  glue  and  even  soap.  They 
have  been  known  to  survive  for  seven- 
and-one-half  months  without  a  bite  of 
food.  The  cockroach  is  a  filthy  creature 
and  it's  something  of  a  slap  at  the 
human  race  that  if  it  touches  a  human 
it  runs  off  to  clean  itself. 

Since  cockroaches  are  probably  at 
the  top  of  the  "most  despised  insect  in 
America"  list,  it's  only  fair  to  point  out 
some  of  their  dubious  good  qualities. 
For  instance,  cockroaches  were  once

Insects  mastered 

the  world  long  before 

man  began  his  assault 


as  many  as  5  million  insect  species, 
ranging  in  size  from  those  no  larger 
than  a  dust  particle  to  a  South  Ameri- 
can moth  with  a  12-inch  wingspan.  In 
contrast  to  insects,  all  known  species  of 
fish,  amphibians,  reptiles,  birds  and 
other  animals  with  vertebrae  add  up  to 
only  36,000 — fewer  than  the  types  of 
weevils  alone. 

In  their  bid  for  supremacy  of  the 
world,  insects  also  have  the  advantage 
of  numbers.  Entomologists  say  there 
are  25  million  insects  in  the  air  over 
every  square  mile  of  earth,  1.2  million 
under  every  square  mile  of  soil,  and  34 
million  on  every  acre  of  land.  Unbeliev- 
ably, the  earth's  insect  population 
weighs  12  times  that  of  its  human 
inhabitants. 

There  are  many  other  things  that 
give  the  insect  an  edge  over  man.  For 
instance,  man  enters  the  world  ignor- 
ant. The  insect  leaves  the  egg  with 
complete  knowledge  of  everything  it 
must  do  throughout  its  life.  A  mud  dau- 
ber, for  example,  builds  clay  cells  with 
consummate  skill,  though  the  wasp 
has  never  seen  such  a  cell  before  it  sets 
to  work. 

Insects  have  produced  a  form  of 
intelligence  that  frequently  rivals 
human  reason.  They  perfected  flight 
100  million  years  before  the  winged 
pterodactyl  reptiles  took  to  the  air; 
wasps  manufacture  paper  for  their 


These  insects  do  not  eat  their  victims. 
They've  figured  out  an  easier  way:  they 
drink  them.  They  first  cover  their 
quarry  with  a  special  fluid  that  causes 
them  to  dissolve.  Then  they  suck  up  the 
dissolved  tissues. 

In  spite  of  their  intriguing  creativity, 
insects  never  lose  sight  of  their  main 
purpose  in  life:  ridding  the  planet  earth 
of  the  human  race.  They  know  how  to 
attack  man  where  it  hurts  the  most — in 
his  pocketbook.  These  nomadic  wan- 
derers are  responsible  for  crop  loss  in 
the  United  States  each  year  equal  to 
several  times  the  total  of  our  national 
fire  loss.  Termites  do  $50  million  worth 
of  damage  a  year.  The  cotton  boll  wee- 
vil is  a  financial  scourge  to  the  South. 
Insects  destroy  enough  wheat  annu- 
ally to  feed  16  million  people.  Their  cost 
to  Americans  runs  to  more  than  $4  bil- 
lion every  12  months. 

Lending  their  assistance  to  the 
above  wreckers  is  a  breed  of  tiny  cate- 
pillar  that  could  turn  America  into  a 
desert  within  the  next  20  years,  insect 
experts  warn.  Ravenous  gypsy  moth 
larvae  chewed  their  way  through  8  mil- 
lion acres  of  trees  last  year,  and  threaten 
to  destroy  twice  as  much  forest  growth 
this  year.  So  far,  nothing  has  been 
found  to  stop  the  onslaught  of  these 
insatiable  creatures. 

Members  of  this  vast  and  amazing 
insect  kingdom  have  assumed  strange

field, outside  Manila.  It  was  Oct.  19, 
1944,  and  the  hour  was  late.  Within 
days,  as  they  all  knew,  the  Americans 
would  invade  the  Philippines.  They  did 
not  know  the  exact  place  or  the  precise 
date,  but  the  Americans  were  coming, 
in  vast  numbers  and  in  great  strength. 
The  fate  of  the  Empire  was  in  the 
balance.  It  was  time  for  the  ultimate 
weapon,  the  Divine  Wind. 

In  the  mists  of  history,  as  every 
Japanese  knew,  a  fleet  of  Chinese 
bandits  approached  Japan,  but  in  the 
last  moments  a  great  storm  arose  and 
destroyed  the  invading  armada.  It  was 
the  Divine  Wind  that  saved  Japan 
then,  and  it  was  the  Divine  Wind  that 
would  save  Japan  again.  This  time  it 
would  be  a  human  wind,  made  up  of 
suicide  pilots,  that  would  go  out  and 


smash  the  invading  fleet.  It  was  the 
only  way  to  save  the  nation  and  serve 
the  Emperor. 

As  Ohnishi  explained  it  to  the  pilots, 
they  would  have  to  go  forth  and  crash- 
dive  the  enemy's  ships  with  planes  car- 
rying heavy  bombs.  The  admiral  had 
discussed  it  only  the  night  before  with 
his  superior,  Vice  Adm.  K.  Teraoka,  in 
Manila,  and  Teraoka  had  written  in 
his  diary:  "We  conclude  that  the  enemy 
can  be  stopped  and  our  country  saved 
only  by  crash-dive  attacks  on  their 
ships. 

"Adm.  Ohnishi  and  I  are  in  complete 
agreement  that  he  should  assume  com- 
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plete  charge  and  responsibility  for  the 
formation  of  a  special  attack  corps," 
Teraoka  wrote.  Thus  began  the  kami- 
kaze, or  special  attack  corps,  one  of  the 
most  bizarre  weapons  in  military  his- 
tory. 

The  airmen  were  more  than  ready. 
Actually,  the  kamikaze  attacks  had 
begun  October  15,  informally,  spon- 
taneously and  without  official  order.  A 
flock  of  90  Japanese  army  and  navy 
planes  took  out  after  the  American  fast 
carrier  attack  force,  retiring  from 
attacks  against  Formosa.  In  a  burst  of 
patriotism,  Rear  Adm.  Masafumi 
Arima  commandeered  a  Judy  and 
went  along.  He  never  came  back,  but  in 
Japanese  lore  he  "lit  the  torch"  for  the 
scourge  of  the  kamikaze. 

Suicide  came  naturally  to  the  Japan- 
ese military.  It  meant  the  supreme  sac- 
rifice for  the  Emperor,  the  homeland, 
and  a  death  of  honor  for  the  nation.  By 
the  time  of  MacArthur's  return  to  the 
Philippines,  the  Japanese  already  had 
a  panoply  of  suicide  weapons:  the  kai- 
tens,  or  human  torpedoes,  for  the  sub- 
marine force;  the  banzai  charge  for  the 
infantry;  the'  suicide  boats  for  surface 
attack  (small,  fast  boats  with  a  heavy 
explosive  charge  in  the  bow  and  barely 
room  for  the  pilot),  and  now  came 
the  final  element,  the  suicide  plane. 
Add  to  this  one  final  refinement, 
the  human  aerial  torpedo.  This 
carried  4,700  pounds  of  explo- 
sive, had  rocket  propulsion  and 
could  make  up  to  600  mph  for 
short  distances.  It  was  drop- 
ped from  a  bomber  and 
guided  to  its  target  by  a 
human;  it  was  not  used 
often,  but  it  was  a  terri- 
fying thing  to  watch. 

fThe  Japanese  called  it 
Mtm     \       oka  (cherry  blossom), 
the  Americans  called 
it  baka  (stupid). 


Even  as  Ohnishi  was  speaking  at 
Mabalacat,  other  air  commanders 
were  explaining  kamikaze  at  Japanese 
aerodromes  throughout  the  Philip- 
pines. The  reaction  was  universal: 
great  excitement  and  jubilation.  Every 
pilot  wanted  to  go,  immediately  and  in 
the  first  wave.  This  could  not  be,  of 
course — there  were  shortages  of 
planes,  of  gasoline,  of  bombs.  Training 
and  tactics  were  necessary;  this  sub- 
lime weapon  must  be  used  wisely,  not 
squandered.  That  was  the  view  of  the 
senior  pilots,  but  it  was  not  easy  to 
restrain  the  younger  men.  They 
wanted  action,  and  now. 


All  of  the  kamikaze 
"victories"  brought  the 
enemy  closer  to  the 
Japanese  homeland. 


The  Japanese  do  everything  with 
ceremony,  from  serving  tea  to  commit- 
ting harakiri,  and  kamikaze  was  no 
exception.  As  the  Special  Attack  Corps 
became  more  organized,  the  ceremony 
increased.  There  was  the  samurai 
sword,  the  last  drink  of  sake,  the  sacred 
scarves  and  belly-bands,  the  last  letter 
home,  and  finally  the  black  funeral 
robes  for  the  pilots.  This  is  the  kami- 
kaze of  legend  at  any  rate,  and  it  was 
launched  at  Leyte. 

The  early  enthusiasm  for  kamikaze 
was  tremendous.  Within  hours  of 
Ohnishi's  visit,  Cdr.  Tamai  had  organ- 
ized the  suicide  squad  at  Mabalacat. 
He  and  23  of  his  pilots  were  survivors 
of  the  Marianas  campaign.  They  knew 
how  deadly  the  American  Navy  pilots 
could  be.  They  must  be  stopped!

For  a  leader,  Tamai  wanted  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  Japanese  Naval  Academy  at 
Eta  Jima.  This  was  only  fitting,  since 
the  Japanese  navy  had  lost  thousands 
of  pilots  and  all  of  its  carriers  to  the 
Americans.  The  Imperial  Navy  must 
avenge  itself  and  save  the  Empire! 
Tamai  summoned  Lt.  Yukio  Seki — an 
academy  graduate,  young,  recently 
married — and  explained  the  kamikaze 
tactic.  Seki  listened  quietly,  his  fists 
clenching  once  or  twice,  and  then  he 
spoke:  "Please  do  appoint  me  to  the 
post." 

At  dawn  the  next  day,  24  pilots  lined 
up  in  a  small  garden  near  headquarters 
and  Adm.  Ohnishi  spoke  to  them. 

"Japan  now  faces  a  terrible  crisis. 
The  salvation  of  our  country  is  now 
beyond  the  power  of  ministers,  the 
General  Staff  and  lowly  unit  com- 
manders like  myself.  It  is  now  up  to 
spirited  young  men  like  you.  On  behalf 
of  your  100  million  countrymen,  I  ask 
you  to  do  your  utmost  and  wish  you 
success."  Tears  glistened  in  his  eyes. 

All  over  the  islands,  from  Luzon  to 
Mindanao,  this  scene  was  being 
repeated  at  nearly  50  Japanese  air- 
strips and  the  response  was  universal 
— nearly  every  pilot  volunteered.  At 
Cebu,  the  nearest  base  to  Leyte,  the 
CO.  explained  the  new  tactics  and 
called  for  volunteers.  "There  are  good 
reasons  for  not  volunteering,"  he  said. 
"I  request  that  you  make  independent 
decisions  and  not  be  influenced  by  your 
colleagues." 

When  the  sealed  envelopes  were 
opened:  20  volunteers,  two  blank 
sheets!  One  reserve  sublieutenant  went 
to  the  C.O.'s  quarters  that  night,  face 
taut,  eyes  blazing,  and  asked:  "May  I 
be  sure,  Commander,  that  my  name 
will  be  included  in  those  chosen  from 
among  the  volunteers?"  The  CO. 
looked  at  this  young  university  gradu- 
ate and  replied:  "One  of  the  special 
attack  planes  brought  from  Mabalacat 
is  reserved  for  you." 

With  such  ardor  it  seemed  certain 
that  the  kamikaze  campaign  must  suc- 
ceed, but  from  the  start  it  was  doomed 
by  two  major  flaws — Japan  would  run 
out  of  senior  pilots  and  first-line 
planes,  and  the  Japanese  character

Marshall,  Hero  For  Our  Times,  by 

Leonard  Mosley.  HEARST  BOOKS,  PUBS., 
$18.50.  George  C.  Marshall,  Chief  of 
Staff  during  WWII,  a  Secretary  of 
State  under  Truman  and  one  of  Amer- 
ica's most  icily  intimidating  leaders 
has  been  rendered  flesh  and  blood  by 
biographer  Mosley's  talented  pen. 
Behind  the  concrete  facade  of  "WWIFs 
single  most  powerful  soldier  and  influ- 
ential statesman"  lurked  the  soul  of  a 
man  pained  by  the  death-dealing  deci- 
sions he  was  forced  to  make  and  puz- 
zled by  the  political  realities  of  waging 
the  war.  Marshall's  views  on  the 
Pacific  theater  during  WWII  are  slighted 
in  favor  of  the  war  in  Europe  and,  par- 
ticularly, D-Day.  Of  particular  note 
are  Mosley's  descriptions  of  Mar- 
shall's relationships  with  Gen.  Doug- 
las McArthur  (very  bad)  and  Prime 
Minister  Winston  Churchill  (quite 
good). 

America  From  the  Road,  by  the 

staff  of  The  Reader's  Digest  Associ- 
ation, Pubs.,  $23.50.  This  American 
travel  guide's  premise  is  so  simple — 
include  road  maps,  circular  sightsee- 
ing tours,  pictures  and  descriptions  of 
sights  to  see  and  things  to  do — that 
one  wonders  why  it  hasn't  been  done 
before.  It  has,  but  not  nearly  so  well  as 
by  The  Reader's  Digest  people.  Fasci- 
nating, illustrated  mini-lessons — soy- 
bean growing  in  the  Midwest,  Penn- 
sylvania Dutch  Hex  signs  and  the 
shellfish  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay,  to 
name  a  few — should  keep  the  kids 
entertained  while  dad  searches  for  the 
next  gas  station. 

The  Real  Campaign,  How  the 
Media  Missed  the  Story  of  the 
1980  Campaign,  by  Jeff  Greenfield.

room  and  nearly  brained  the  referee. 

Wilhelm  Steinitz  of  Czechoslovakia, 
who  reigned  over  international  chess 
in  the  late  19th  century,  was  another 
odd  one.  Barely  five  feet  tall,  crippled, 
squashed-in  nose,  nasty  temper,  he 
was — in  the  words  of  New  York  Times 
chess  expert  Harold  C.  Schonberg — 
"not  only  a  bad  loser,  he  was  also  a  bad 
winner."  Once  he  spat  on  an  opponent 
who  forthwith,  and  quite  understand- 
ably, knocked  him  through  a  window. 
In  his  later  years  he  apparently  got  a 
little  sick  in  the  head,  developing  the 
notion  that  he  could  play  chess  with 
God  and  telephone  anyone  in  the  world 
without  using  the  telephone. 

Don't  get  the  idea  that  you  have  to  be 
a  weirdo  to  be  a  chess  champion.  Most 
of  the  champs  have  been  extremely 
normal  while  at  the  same  time 
extremely  brilliant.  Jose  Capablanca, 
a  Cuban  who  sat  atop  the  chess  world 
in  years  immediately  after  World  War 
I,  learned  the  game  at  the  age  of  four 
from  his  father  and  won  the  Cuban 
championship  when  he  was  12.  Frank 
Marshall,  who  was  U.S.  champion  for 
many  years,  played  155  games  simul- 
taneously at  an  exhibition  in  Montreal. 
He  won  126,  lost  8  and  drew  21.  (A  draw 
is,  in  effect,  a  tie.)  When  he  went  home 
to  New  York  a  week  later,  he  was  able 
to  play  153  of  the  games  from  memory. 
What  bothered  him  was  forgetting  the 
other  two.  He  thought  he  was  losing 
his  grip. 

Harry  Pillsbury,  leading  U.S.  player 
at  the  turn  of  the  century,  liked  to  pull 
off  a  bravura  stunt.  He  would  ask  a 
spectator  during  a  match  to  reel  off  30 
unrelated  words.  Then  he  would  play 
several  simultaneous  games  of  blind- 
fold chess,  several  more  of  blindfold 
checkers  and,  between  moves,  a  game 
of  whist.  When  the  games  were  all  over, 
he  would  repeat  the  30  words  in  order. 

Memory  obviously  is  a  significant 
factor  in  success  at  chess — more  signi- 
ficant, say  most  experts,  than  intelli- 
gence. Dr.  Henry  A.  Davidson,  a  New 
Jersey  psychiatrist  and  chess  player, 
looked  into  the  question  of  intelligence 
and  chess  and  concluded  that  a  block- 
head could  do  well  at  the  game.  But  the 
doctor  added  laconically,  "He  usually 
doesn't." 

Bobby  Fischer's  memory  is  phenom- 
enal. He  once  played  an  acquaintance 
and  when  the  game  was  over  (inevit- 
ably Fischer  won),  he  said,  "Up  to  the 
19th  move,  it  was  an  exact  duplicate  of 
a  game  I  played  against  Mecking  in 
Brazil  nine  years  ago,"  (Henrique 


Mecking  was  a  Brazilian  champion.) 
On  another  occasion,  after  Fischer  had 
beaten  a  Danish  chess  wizard,  Brent 
Larsen,  he  said,  "We  started  our  first 
game  and  around  the  10th  move  he 
threw  something  at  me.  He  figured  to 
catch  me  by  surprise.  But  when  I 
looked  at  the  position,  I  remembered  it 
was  something  that  Steinitz  had  tried 
against  Lasker  in  the  1894  champion- 
ship match.  If  I  hadn't  known  that 
position,  I  might  have  spent  a  lot  of 
time  figuring  it  out  and  maybe  I 
couldn't  even  have  done  it  on  my 
clock."  (Tournament  players  play 
against  the  clock  as  well  as  each  other. 
They  have  to  make  a  certain  number  of 
moves  within  a  certain  amount  of  time 
or  lose  the  match.) 

If  memory  is  a  factor  in  excelling  at 
chess  so,  too,  is  sheer  physical 
strength.  "Most  people  think  of  chess 
as  an  intellectual  game.  That's  only 
part  of  it,"  said  James  Sherwin,  an  offi- 
cer of  the  GAF  Corp.,  and  one  of  a 
growing  number  of  business  executives 
who  get  their  off-hours  kicks  playing 
chess.  "It  is  also  an  exhausting  physi- 
cal sport  that  requires  an  enormous 
expenditure  of  energy,  stamina  and 
concentration." 

Russia's  Alexander  Alekhine  went 
into  training  for  a  match  as  if  it  were  a 
heavyweight  fight.  He  stopped  smok- 
ing and  drinking  and  did  arduous  cal- 
isthenics for  months.  Championship 
players  have  been  known  to  lose  15 
pounds  in  the  course  of  a  single  match. 
At  Temple  University,  researchers  did 
tests  that,  they  said,  showed  the  physi- 
cal strain  of  tournament  chess  is  the 
equivalent  of  five  sets  of  tennis  or  a  10- 
round  bout  of  boxing. 

A  development  has  occurred  in 
recent  years  that  is  captivating  chess 
enthusiasts.  It's  the  emergence  of  com- 
puter chess:  computers  programmed  to 
take  on  human  players. 

The  level  of  sophistication  of  the 
computer  programs  has,  in  fact,  risen 
to  the  point  where  they  can  beat  99  V2 
percent  of  their  two-legged  adversar- 
ies. It's  only  a  matter  of  time,  say  scien- 
tists, before  they're  sophisticated 
enough  to  play  grandmaster  chess.  An 
inventor  and  businessman  named 
Edward  Fredkin  has  even  posted  a 
$100,000  prize  to  be  awarded  to  the 
author  of  the  first  computer  chess  pro- 
gram to  win  the  world  championship. 

While  Russia  can  lay  claim  at  the 
moment  to  having  the  best  flesh-and- 
blood  chess  player,  the  United  States  is 
far  and  away  ahead  in  the  computeri- 


zation of  chess.  That's  because  Ameri- 
can theoreticians  chose  chess  a  good 
many  years  ago  as  the  vehicle  for  arti- 
ficial intelligence  research — contriv- 
ing ways  to  make  computers  develop 
human  thought  patterns. 

Meanwhile,  small  table-top  comput- 
ers— microprocessors,  to  use  the  tech- 
nical term — are  pouring  into  the 
market.  Some  are  no  bigger  than  hand- 
held calculators.  They  can  be  pro- 
grammed to  play  at  different  levels  of 
skill,  and  range  in  price  from  $75  to 
$1,000.  And  they've  caused  member- 
ship in  the  U.S.  Chess  Federation  to 
surge  again,  as  it  did  during  the 
Fischer  era. 

"Computers  have  the  potential  for 
popularizing  chess  in  a  way  that 
exceeds  anything  Fischer  ever  did," 
says  the  Chess  Federation's  Myron 
Lieberman. 

"People  used  to  ask  me  'What's 
Fischer  doing  now?'  Now  they  say, 
'What's  the  best  microprocessor  to 
buy'?" 

Even  if  it  weren't  for  computers, 
chess  would  go  on  and  on,  maybe  even 
outlasting  poker,  pinochle  or — perish 
the  thought! — football.  You  take  a 
game  in  which  the  number  of  possible 
moves  has  been  calculated  at  10  to  the 
125th  power  (10  followed  by  125  zeros) 
and  you  have  something  likely  to 
engage  the  fascination  and  affection  of 
a  lot  of  people  for  a  very  long  time. 

To  be  sure,  not  everybody  thinks 
chess  is  the  best  thing  since  ice  cream. 
Raymond  Chandler,  the  famous 
mystery  writer,  called  it  "as  elaborate  a 
waste  of  human  intelligence  as  you 
could  find  anywhere  outside  an  adver- 
tising agency." 

But  the  chess  freaks  are  secure  in 
their  devotion  to  the  centuries-old  pas- 
time. "A  good  game  of  chess  is  like  a 
work  of  art,"  says  GAF  Corp.'s  James 
Sherwin.  The  New  York  Times's  Harold 
Schonberg  characterizes  it  as  "this 
noblest"  of  games. 

Austrian  writer  Stefan  Zweig  waxed 
downright  poetic  in  analyzing  the 
mystique  of  chess.

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Sign  Nuke  Pact  To  Get  Our  Cash 

Our  economic  superiority  could  be  our  most  powerful 
weapon  to  ensure  the  signing  of  a  verifiable  nuclear  arms 
reduction  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Soviet  Union,  argue  Rep.  Jerry  Lewis,  R-Calif.,  and  a  group 
of  colleagues. 

Their  bill  prohibits  the  United  States  from  providing  eco- 
nomic assistance  to  any  country  that  is  a  member  of  the 
Russian-controlled  Warsaw  Pact  until  a  verifiable  nuclear 
arms  reduction  agreement  is  signed.  Private  commercial 
businesses  in  the  U.S.  would  not  be  allowed  to  issue  loans  or 
credit  advances.  The  President  also  would  seek  support 
from  our  allies  to  act  likewise  until  an  agreement  is 
reached. 

According  to  the  sponsors  of  the  measure,  the  United 
States  has  been  in  the  situation  of  indirectly  financing,  in 
part,  both  sides  of  the  arms  race  through  government  aid 
and  loans.  In  addition,  commercial  firms  and  West  Euro- 
pean countries  have  provided  capital,  making  the  Soviet 
military  buildup  much  easier,  says  Lewis. 

Making  Uncle  Sam  Pay  On  Time 

Uncle  Sam,  who  for  years  has  penalized  late  tax  and  bill 
payers,  is  now  facing  equal  treatment.  Legislation  in  the 
works  for  a  number  of  years  was  recently  approved  and 
requires  federal  agencies  to  pay  their  bills  on  time  or  pay 
the  penalty.  The  law  won  a  victory  for  the  little  business- 
man. 

The  Prompt  Payment  Act  declares  the  United  States 
must  pay  its  bills  within  30  days,  with  a  15-day  grace  period 
tacked  on.  After  the  45-day  limit,  interest  set  by  the  Trea- 
sury Department  at  the  going  rate  must  be  added  begin- 
ning with  the  31st  day.  As  further  punishment  for  tardi- 
ness, agencies  will  be  required  to  pay  the  extras  out  of  funds 
already  appropriated  for  programs. 

Rep.  Andy  Ireland,  D-Fla.,  chairman  of  the  subcommit- 
tee on  Export  Opportunities  and  Special  Small  Business 
Problems,  says  that  small  firms  are  at  times  forced  to  wait 
120  days  or  more  for  payments  from  federal  agencies.  This, 
he  adds,  causes  severe  cash  flow  problems  for  companies 
already  hurt  by  the  current  economic  situation. 

Foreign  Aid:  $9,000  Per  American 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  Marshall  Plan  in  1948,  the  fed- 
eral government  has  spent  a  total  of  $2.3  trillion  on  foreign 
aid — used  for  economic  assistance,  military  aid  and  other 
forms  of  grants  and  loans — that  adds  up  to  over  $9,000  per 
person  in  the  United  States. 

Statistics  compiled  by  the  Library  of  Congress  show  that 
this  figure  twice  exceeds  our  national  debt  and,  says  Sen. 
Jesse  Helms,  R-N.C,  since  the  government  runs  a  deficit 
every  year,  the  loans  we  are  giving  to  foreign  countries  are 
borrowed  money.  This  year  alone  taxpayers  must  pick  up  a 
tab  of  $115  billion — approximately  $500  per  person— just  to 
pay  interest  on  the  federal  debt. 

Though  some  $30  billion  of  foreign  aid  has  been  repaid 
to  the  United  States  since  1948,  Helms  feels  it  is  fair  to  say 
that  not  only  would  funds  for  foreign  assistance  have  re- 
sulted in  a  far  higher  gross  national  product  if  they  had 
been  spent  in  the  United  States,  but  "...the  return  on  an 
investment  anywhere  in  the  United  States  would  have 
been  better  than  the  'investments'  we  have  made  with  our 
foreign  aid  program."

SAVINGS  BONDS  A  BETTER  DEAL  IF  CONGRESS 
APPROVES  .  .  .  The  Treasury  Department  has 
made  recommendations  that— if  approved— 
could  make  Series  EE  savings  bonds  a  more 
attractive  investment.  Under  the  plan,  the 
interest  rate  on  all  new  Series  EE  bonds 
will  be  85  percent  of  the  average  yield  on 
five-year  Treasury  securities  during  the 
bonds'  lifetime.  (What  this  all  means  for 
savers  is  that  if  the  new  formula  were  in 
effect  today,  they  would  be  earning  11.6 
percent  on  their  bonds  instead  of  the  cur- 
rent 9  percent  being  paid.  )  Interest  rates 
will  continue  to  be  compounded  semiannu- 
ally and  the  rate  will  apply  to  bonds  held 
five  years  or  more  and  continue  until 
redeemed.  It  will  also  apply  to  outstanding 
Series  E  and  EE  bonds  beginning  with  their 
first  semiannual  interest  period  if  they 
are  held  at  least  five  years  after  the  new 
formula  becomes  effective.  There  will  also 
be  a  guaranteed  floor  to  the  return  on 
Series  E  and  EE  bonds  . 

VA  PENSION  CHECKS  UP  7.  4  PERCENT  IN  JULY.  .  . 
More  than  600,000  veterans  and  their  survi- 
vors received  larger  VA  pension  checks  on 
July  1,  the  result  of  a  7.  4  percent  increase 
in  the  government '  s  cost  of  living  index . 
Pensions  are  paid  to  veterans  totally  and 
permanently  disabled  from  circumstances 
unrelated  to  their  military  service.  They 
are  also  paid  to  survivors  of  veterans  who 
are  in  need.  Unlike  compensation  paid  to 
those  disabled  because  of  military 
service,  pensions  are  affected  by  income 
from  other  sources  .  .  .  The  600 , 000  who 
received  increases  in  June  (payable  July  1) 
are  those  who  are  receiving  benefits  under 


the  "improved"  VA  pension  plan  inaugur- 
ated by  Congress  in  1979.  The  plan  links  VA 
pension  rates  to  adjustments  in  Social 
Security  payments.  Before  the  change,  an 
individual's  pension  was  subject  to  reduc- 
tion each  time  Social  Security  increased 
.  .  .Pensions  for  veterans  and  survivors 
under  the  "old  plan"  remain  fixed  and 
payable  at  the  rates  in  effect  in  1978.  But 
those  rates  are  protected  against  reduc- 
tion that  would  otherwise  result  from  cost- 
of-living  increases  in  their  income  from 
other  sources  .  "Old  plan"  recipients  may 
request  transfer  to  the  "improved"  plan 
at  any  time,  VA  officials  point  out.  The 
agency  will  review  each  application  to 
advise  applicants  to  choose  the  plan  that 
works  to  their  personal  advantage.  With  the 
increase,  a  veteran  with  one  dependent  and 
no  other  income  will  receive  $6,980.  For 
each  additional  dependent,  the  added 
amount  is  $903  per  year. 

GUAM  CIVILIAN  GROUP  OK'D  FOR  VET  BENEFITS 
.  .  .  Those  who  served  with  the  Wake  Island 
Defenders,  a  civilian  group  from  Guam,  are 
eligible  for  veterans'  benefits,  Secretary 
of  the  Air  Force  Verne  Orr  recently  ruled. 
Members  of  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Temporary 
Reserve  and  the  Guam  Local  Security  Patrol 
Force,  however,  were  ruled  ineligible. 
Under  the  G.I.  Bill  Improvement  Act  of 
1977,  the  Air  Force  acts  for  all  services  in 
determining  if  civilian  employment  or  con- 
tractual service  by  individuals  or  groups 
is  active  military  duty  time.  If  they  so 
determine,  they  are  eligible  for  veterans' 
benefits .

Man's  Relentless  Foe

thought  to  have  magical  healing  pow- 
ers, particularly  during  the  19th  cen- 
tury. They  would  be  mashed  with 
sugar  and  applied  to  cancer  sores  and 
ulcers  to  aid  healing.  A  tea  made  from 
them  was  thought  to  be  a  cure-all.  They 
were  once  sold  in  powdered  form  and 
marketed  commercially  as  a  remedy 
for  dropsy.  Many  people  would  even 
fry  them  in  oil,  adding  a  little  garlic  for 
flavor,  then  pop  them  down  as  an  aid 
for  digestion. 

Among  other  insects  that  have 
adopted  strange  lifestyles  are  the  drug- 
store beetles,  which  thrive  in  red  pep- 
per. Included,  too,  are  insects  that 
devour  and  digest  wood,  paper,  leather 
and  the  substances  of  decaying  bodies 
of  both  animal  and  plant  life. 

There  are  insects  so  tiny  and  so 
intensely  specialized  that  they  live 
only  on  the  tongues  of  horse  flies. 
There  are  others  whose  life  span  is  so 
brief  that  they  have  neither  mouths 
nor  stomachs  and  never  eat  at  all.  A 
tiny  insect  known  as  the  deer  botfly 
can  cruise  through  the  air  at  a  speed  of 
818  miles  per  hour — faster  than  the 
average  jet  plane. 

Some  bugs  live  in  hot  springs  that 
reach  temperatures  of  120  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  Ice  bugs  thrive  in  tempera- 
tures of  30  degrees  Fahrenheit.  A  few 
insects  are  capable  of  boring  into 
metal.  The  pupae  of  some  common  but- 
terflies winter  on  low  shrubbery  with 
no  covering  but  ice  and  snow. 

The  story  of  man's  struggle  against 
bugs  is  as  old  as  the  history  of  agricul- 
ture. In  late  years  attention  has  turned 
increasingly  to  biological  control — the 
suppression  of  pests  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  natural  measures. 

In  south  Texas,  the  screwworm  fly 
lays  eggs  in  the  open  wounds  of  live- 
stock and  wildlife;  the  resultant  loss  of 
life  is  gaining  epidemic  proportions.  In 
a  Department  of  Agriculture  insectary 
at  Mission,  Texas,  190  million  sterilized 
male  screwworms  are  produced 
weekly.  These  are  released  from 
planes.  When  they  reach  the  earth  they 
mate  with  female  flies  and  produce 
nothing,  thereby  dooming  reproduc- 
tion, or  so  it  would  seem.  Unfortunately, 
a  remnant  always  remains  to  harass 
the  livestock  industry  another  year. 

Nature  has  certainly  been  gracious 
to  insects  in  the  manner  of  their  physi- 
cal makeup  and  adaptations.  For 
instance,  their  sense  organs  are  located 
everywhere.  You'd  knock  a  grasshop- 
per stone  deaf  if  you  struck  it  on  the 
front  knees,  for  that  is  where  its  ears 


are.  A  bruise  on  the  second  abdominal 
segment  of  a  male  cicada  would  deafen 
it. 

Eating  must  be  a  glorious  experience 
to  most  insects.  Their  sense  of  taste  is 
developed  far  beyond  that  of  the  most 
sensitive  human  connoisseurs.  A 
human  with  the  most  delicately  sensi- 
tive taste  can  detect,  at  best,  sweetness 
of  one  part  sugar  in  200  parts  of  mix- 
ture. A  butterfly  can  detect  sweetness 
in  a  mixture  of  one  part  to  300,000. 
Insects  merely  walk  over  their  "dinner 
tables"  until  they  find  the  choicest 
morsel,  for  they  have  taste  buds  in 
their  feet. 

Insects'  sense  of  smell  is  so  highly 
developed  that  it  is  used  for  communi- 
cation, trailing  "game,"  and  locating 
enemies.  The  female  moth  does  not 
"wait  home  by  the  telephone"  for  a  call. 
She  simply  sprays  a  drop  of  her  per- 
fume into  the  night  air.  Every  amorous 
male  moth  within  a  mile  soars  to  her  on 
the  double. 

The  family-raising  possibilities  of 
insects  run  into  astronomical  figures. 
One  female  housefly,  if  all  her  progeny 
lived,  might  in  one  season  have 
335,923,200,000,000  offspring. 


The  elusive  insects 
hover  overhead,  swarm 
about  us  and  dig  in 
beneath  our  feet. 


Down  through  the  centuries  insects 
have  periodically  staged  terrifying 
demonstrations  designed  to  point  up 
their  threat  to  the  human  race.  The 
downfall  of  the  old  Greek  civilization 
has  been  attributed  to  the  malaria- 
carrying  mosquito.  Today  the  mosquito, 
one  of  the  sturdiest  of  insects,  has  been 
found  in  the  coldest  regions  of  northern 
Canada  and  Siberia  and  could  live 
quite  comfortably  at  the  North  Pole. 
The  terrible  plagues  of  the  Middle 
Ages,  which  wiped  out  25  million  peo- 
ple and  spread  terror  across  the  world, 
were  caused  by  the  bites  of  fleas  and 
lice. 

Those  insidious  borers,  termites, 
once  created  such  destruction  on  the 
island  of  St.  Helena  that  its  capital 
city,  Jamestown,  was  reduced  to  a

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shambles.  Termites  not  only  destroy 
all  kinds  of  structures  but,  paradoxi- 
cally, are  also  the  master  builders  and 
engineers  of  the  insect  world.  These 
tiny  creatures — some  types  weighing 
less  than  one-thousandth  of  an  ounce 
— can  construct  skyscraper  homes  20 
feet  high  and  strong  enough  to  with- 
stand a  herd  of  stampeding  buffalo. 
Intricate  ventilation  systems  provide 
air  conditioning  for  the  unique  nests. 
The  queen  termites  are  the  world's 
longest-lived  insects.  They  have  been 
known  to  lay  eggs  for  up  to  50  years. 

Devastating  assaults  of  migratory 
grasshoppers,  or  locusts,  have  altered 
the  history  of  whole  nations.  In  fact,  a 
swarm  of  grasshoppers  can  do  as  much 
damage  in  one  day  as  the  immediate 
destruction  of  several  atomic  bombs. 

But  the  day  of  the  grasshopper 
scourge  may  be  coming  to  an  end.  Alert 
Chinese  scientists  have  found  a  way  to 
control  them.  They  broadcast  a  noise 
that's  15  to  25  decibels  higher  than  the 
noise  made  by  the  male  grasshoppers 
in  search  of  mates.  The  females  ignore 
the  real  mating  calls  and  collect 
around  the  man-made  loudspeakers, 
where  they're  exterminated. 

The  incredible  numbers  making  up  a 
locust  army  on  the  march  have  always 
been  a  frightening  thing.  A  swarm 
that  passed  over  the  Red  Sea  in  1889 
was  estimated  to  cover  2,000  square 
miles.  A  horde  that  invaded  Brazil  sev- 
eral years  ago  covered  a  front  of  60 
miles  and  required  four  hours  to  pass  a 
given  point. 

Ants  are  perhaps  the  dominant 
insects.  Some  species  organize  into  stu- 
pendous marching  armies  that  consti- 
tute a  living  sea  of  temfying  destruc- 
tion. When  such  an  army  passes 
through  an  area,  it  devours  every 
vestige  of  life,  including  all  vegetation 
and  such  men  and  beasts  as  cannot 
escape  their  line  of  march.  Such  a  ram- 
paging horde  is  simply  a  horrible  mov- 
ing blanket  of  death  that  stretches  as 
far  as  the  eye  can  see  in  all  directions 
and  often  takes  days  to  pass  a  given 
point.  It's  a  remarkable  thing  that 
those  notorious  army  ants  of  South 
America — as  many  as  20  million 
strong  per  column  in  search  of  animal 
matter  to  eat— are  totally  blind. 

Ages  before  conditions  on  earth  were 
suitable  for  human  life,  uncountable 
insect  families  in  unimaginable  hordes 
were  riding  up  and  down  and  around 
our  planet  on  the  four  winds,  just  as 
they  are  today. 


Only  in  the  past  few  years  have  ento- 
mologists been  able  to  form  a  picture  of 
the  threat  to  mankind's  health  and 
prosperity  that  hangs  like  a  question 
mark  in  the  atmosphere  over  our 
heads.  High  above  us  floats  a  myster- 
ious canopy  of  peril,  incredibly  wide- 
spread, its  import  not  yet  fully  estab- 
lished. The  rarefied  atmosphere  of 
these  upper  altitudes  abound  with  awe- 
some living  travelers:  insect  pests  and 
disease  spores  against  which  our  puny 
quarantines  and  haphazard  sanitary 
precautions  are  for  the  most  part  inef- 
fectual. 

Mankind  is  surrounded  by  these 
ruthless  foes.  Like  a  host  of  stealthy 
enemies  from  some  distant  planet,  the 
elusive  insects  hover  overhead,  swarm 
about  us  and  dig  in  beneath  our  feet. 

Ogden  Nash  once  wrote  "God  in  his 
wisdom  made  the  fly  and  then  forgot  to 
tell  us  why."  This  statement  pretty  well 
represents  man's  universal  opinion  of 
all  insects.  It's  almost  correct,  but  not 
quite.  One  important  exception  is  the 
honey  bee — the  only  insect  that  makes 
food  man  will  eat.  Almost  every  civili- 
zation has  valued  honey  as  a  food,  a 
medicine,  a  trading  item  and  a  social 
and  spiritual  force.  Without  the  help  of 
this  and  similar  creatures  in  pollina- 
tion, life  on  earth,  as  we  know  it,  could 
not  exist. 

Insects  exhibit  another  trait  that 
does  not  ordinarily  catch  man's  atten- 
tion: they  are  the  world's  most  efficient 
morticians.  They  and  their  larvae 
hasten  the  decomposition  of  dead  ani- 
mals by  feeding  on  the  carcass,  spread- 
ing bacteria  and  burrowing  through 
the  flesh.  Jerry  Payne,  Clemson  Uni- 
versity entomologist,  once  did  some 
research  on  this  lifestyle,  resulting  in 
an  interesting  conclusion:  "If  it  weren't 
for  insects,  we'd  be  up  to  our  necks  in 
dead  bodies." 

Even  the  hated  cockroach  has  per- 
fected one  little-recognized  benefit  for 
mankind— he  will  not  tolerate  bedbugs 
and  will  soon  rid  a  dwelling  of  them. 

Still,  the  uneven  battle  between 
humans  and  insects  goes  on  relent- 
lessly. Man  has  only  the  slightest  hope 
that  he  can  continue  to  maintain  an 
uneasy  detente  with  the  insect  world  in 
the  centuries  that  lie  ahead.  At  some 
point  he  may  decide  to  throw  in  the 
towel  and  move  on  to  other  worlds. 

This  will  be  an  error  in  judgment,  for 
insect  stowaways  will  joyously  go 
along  for  the  ride,  too.  They  can't 
afford  to  let  such  a  good  thing  get 
away.  O

House  Calls 

for  Patients  are  Having  a  Comeback 


By  Bonner  Day 

A  corps  of  specialists  is  bringing  med- 
ical care  back  into  the  home. 

Nurses  are  the  main  participants  in 
the  house  calls  being  made  to  Veter- 
ans Administration  patients.  Physi- 
cians, physical  therapists,  social 
workers  and  dietitians  also  are  among 
the  visitors. 

The  program  is  called  Hospital- 
Based  Home  Care,  but  the  emphasis  is 
on  the  home.  VA  hospitals  support  the 
home  care  teams  and  provide  addi- 
tional medical  care  when  necessary. 


The  actual  treatment  of  patients,  how- 
ever, occurs  in  the  homes  of  the 
patients. 

Limited  to  military  veterans,  the 
program  permits  patients,  who  other- 
wise would  have  to  be  admitted  to  a 
hospital  or  nursing  home,  to  live  at 
home  under  the  joint  care  of  a  team  of 
medical  specialists. 

The  one  basic  requirement  is  that 
an  able-bodied  person,  designated  the 
care-giver,  be  living  in  the  home  with 
the  patient.  The  care-giver  is  usually 
the  spouse,  but  can  be  another  rela- 
Continued  .  .  . 
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tive,  a  friend  or  a  paid  companion. 
Only  in  a  few  cases  is  the  veteran  able 
to  live  alone  in  the  program. 

The  care-giver  must  be  physically 
strong  enough  to  care  for  the  patient 
in  the  absence  of  other  assistance  and 
must  be  capable  of  providing  the  daily 
medical  care  prescribed  by  the  respon- 
sible physician  and  nurses. 

A  second  requirement  for  home  care 
participants  is  that  the  patient  be  liv- 
ing within  commuting  distance  of  the 
hospitals,  usually  no  more  than  30 
miles  or  30  minutes  away. 

In  a  test  to  explore  the  expansion  of 
the  program  to  rural  areas,  the  home 
care  team  in  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  has 
established  a  satellite  office  in  Hot 
Springs,  55  miles  away.  Using  two 
nurses,  one  social  worker  and  a  clerk, 
the  satellite  team  is  handling  an  aver- 
age of  45  patients. 

The  home  care  program  began  in 
1972  with  teams  at  six  VA  hospitals 
located  in  Albany,  N.Y.;  Miami;  New 
Orleans;  Hines,  111.;  Pittsburgh,  and 
Long  Beach,  Calif. 

Two  years  later  the  program  was 
expanded  to  30  teams,  located  at  Albu- 
querque; Allen  Park,  Pa.;  Atlanta 
Bay  Pines,  Fla.;  Birmingham,  Ala. 
Boston;  Buffalo;  Cleveland;  Dallas 
East  Orange,  N.J.;  Houston;  Indiana-

polis;  Iowa  City,  Iowa;  Little  Rock, 
Ark.;  Minneapolis;  Philadelphia;  Port- 
land, Ore.;  Richmond,  Va.;  San  Diego; 
San  Francisco;  Seattle;  St.  Louis; 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  White  River 
Junction,  Vt. 

These  teams  make  an  average  of 
350  home  visits  a  month  each,  or  a 
total  of  more  than  84,000  visits  a  year. 

The  average  patient  treated  is  68 
years  old,  has  more  than  one  chronic 
medical  problem  and  takes  seven  dif- 
ferent types  of  medicine.  Only  six  per- 
cent of  the  patients  have  a  single 
ailment.  Some  98  percent  of  the 
patients  are  male. 

Short-term  patients,  along  with 
their  families,  are  given  the  necessary 
training  and  health  services  for  recu- 
peration and  eventual  discharge. 

For  terminally  ill  patients,  the 
emphasis  is  on  making  the  patient 
comfortable. 

Long-term  patients,  a  third  group, 
require  therapy  to  maintain  their 
health  and  retard  decline.  Most  long- 
term  patients  in  the  home  care  pro- 
gram suffer  from  neurological,  car- 
diac, pulmonary  and  rheumatic 
diseases. 

Home  care  treatment  varies  with 
the  patient.  Nurses  draw  blood  for 
laboratory  tests  and  make  other  tests

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The  Small  Business  Administration 
Launches  A  New  Day  For  Veterans 


On  May  11,  1982,  the  Administrator  of 
the  Small  Business  Administration, 
James  Sanders,  signed  into  effect 
nearly  30  recommendations  presented 
by  a  Veterans'  Task  Force. 

The  mission  of  this  task  force  was  to 
fully  review  the  agency's  commitment 
to  "special  consideration"  for  veterans 
as  mandated  by  the  Small  Business 
Act.  The  very  idea  of  a  Veterans'  Task 
Force  was  suggested  by  The  American 
Legion  at  a  Congressional  hearing  in 
early  1981.  Consequently,  the  admin- 
istrator endorsed  this  proposal  and 
directed  that  the  Chief  Counsel  for 
Advocacy  undertake  such  a  project. 

Since  early  1981,  representatives  of 
the  Legion  and  six  other  veterans 
organizations  joined  agency  officials 
at  bimonthly  meetings  to  thoroughly 
review  all  programs  and  policies.  Four 
subcommittees  were  formed,  represent- 
ing the  major  agency  program  areas: 
Finance  and  Investment;  Procurement 
and  Technology;  Management  Assist- 
ance and  External  Affairs.  The  task 
force  was  guided  by  the  concept  of 
what  the  agency  can  and  cannot  do,  as 
well  as  centering  on  the  needs  of  not 
only  veterans  wishing  to  start  their 
own  business,  but  those  veteran-busi- 
nessmen who  wish  to  improve  their 
business,  perhaps  with  the  govern- 
ment. 

The  American  Legion  has  long  con- 
cerned itself  with  the  SBA.  In  1964,  the 
National  Economic  Commission 
formed  a  special  SBA  subcommittee  to 
see  what  the  agency  could  do  for  veter- 
ans, especially  returning  Vietnam  vet- 
erans. Consequently,  the  administra- 
tor issued  a  directive  that  all  agency 
programs  were  to  be  "liberally"  inter- 
preted to  favor  the  returning  veteran. 
However,  in  practice,  the  agency  did 
not  embrace  that  concept.  This  left 
only  Congressional  intervention, 
which  The  American  Legion  vigor- 
ously pursued,  resulting  in  "special 
consideration"  for  veterans  in  the 
Small  Business  Act.  Yet  even  though 
the  agency  now  had  a  federal  law 
emphasizing  veterans  in  agency  pro- 
grams, it  did  little  to  ensure  that  that 
law  was  implemented.  However,  in  late 
1980  and  early  1981,  Congress  began  to 
once  again  look  at  the  SBA  ^and  its 
services  to  veterans.  A  series  of  hear- 


ings was  held,  at  which  the  Legion 
strongly  stated  that  veterans  were 
treated  like  anyone  else.  It  was  also 
during  this  time  that  the  SBA  began  to 
conduct  Veteran  Pre-business  Work- 
shops. The  American  Legion  offered  its 
assistance  and  sponsored  over  20  per- 
cent of  all  workshops,  more  than  any 
other  veterans  organization.  Results  of 
the  workshops  were  encouraging, 
which  provided  the  Legion  the  impetus 
to  pursue  a  stronger  veteran  program. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  it  will 
take  timejbefore  this  new  program  will 
be  fully  operational  and  that  the 
agency  did  not  merely  "open  its  doors" 
to  veterans.  Nonetheless,  the  recom- 
mendations will  provide  the  veteran 
with  a  more  meaningful  and  respon- 
sive program  with,  for  example,  prior- 
ity in  processing  and  funding  over 
non-veterans;  establishment  of  a  Vet- 
erans-in-Business  office;  regional  and 
district  Veterans  Affairs  Officers; 
emphasis  on  veterans  in  all  agency 
policy  directives;  special  veteran  pilot 
and  demonstration  projects;  veteran 
research  grants;  special  veteran  work- 
shops; emphasis  on  veterans  in  the 
guaranteed  loan  area;  and  agency 
annual  plans  to  target  veterans. 

Now  it  is  up  to  The  American  Legion 
to  open  previously  closed  lines  of  com- 
munication with  SBA  representatives; 
invite  them  to  speak  at  department 
and  post  functions;  include  them  in 
your  veteran  councils;  help  them  pro- 
mote this  new  veterans'  program. 

It's  a  'Diamond'  Year 
For  Oklahoma  Veterans 

There's  a  lot  of  celebrating  going  on 
in  Oklahoma  these  days  as  the  "Soon- 
ers"  mark  their  75th  birthday  with  a 
state-wide  Diamond  Jubilee.  What 
may  seem  unusual  to  some  (but  cer- 
tainly not  to  Legionnaires)  is  the  fact 
that  so  many  of  the  state's  special 
events  this  year  include  recognition  of 
the  contribution  military  veterans 
have  made  to  the  state's  rich  heritage. 

Oklahoma's  way  of  saying  thanks  to 
its  veterans  this  year  was  kicked  off  by 
Gov.  George  Nigh's  proclamation  of 
1982  as  "The  Year  of  the  Veteran." 
Noting  that  Oklahoma's  "young  men 


and  women  left  their  homes,  families, 
friends  and  endured  extreme  hard- 
ships defending  the  freedom  of  this 
state  and  nation...,"  Nigh  pledged  to 
"work  with  the  Oklahoma  Legislature 
and  the  veterans  organizations  to  work 
as  a  team  in  the  passage  of  legislation

to  determine  that  no  Oklahoma  war 
veteran  shall  be  denied  medical  care, 
emergency  assistance,  training,  educa- 
tion or  the  opportunity  to  work  and 
support  their  families." 

The  fruits  of  that  labor  have  already 
begun  to  be  realized,  according  to  Okla- 
homa Dept.  Adj.  C.J.  Wright,  who 
noted  that  architectural  fees  for  the 
state's  sixth  Vet  Center  in  Claremore, 
Okla.,  have  been  approved  by  the  State 
Legislature  in  a  recent  session.  (Okla- 
homa, by  the  way,  supports  more  state- 
operated  Vet  Centers  than  any  other 
state  under  a  program  that  was 
launched  in  the  early  '20s  when  Okla- 
homa's WWI  veterans  said  they'd  take 
a  state  vet  program  in  lieu  of  a  bonus. 
Today,  those  centers  are  operated  by  a 
six-member  War  Veterans  Commis- 
sion that  includes  three  American 
Legion  members.) 

If  Oklahoma's  proud  of  its  vets, 
Wright  says  the  feeling's  mutual: 
"There's  no  doubt  about  it.  Oklahoma 
veterans  truly  appreciate  the  support 
of  all  citizens  in  the  state  in  showing 
their  concern  for  the  needs  of  her  veter- 
ans, their  widows  and  children."

N.J.  Agent  Orange  Expert 
September's  Legionnaire 

In  1971 — during  his  second  tour  of 
duty  in  Vietnam  as  an  infantry  pla- 
toon sergeant  with  the  23rd  Infantry 
Division — Wayne  Wilson  received 
injuries  that  were  subsequently  to  force 
his  medical  retirement  from  the  Army 
after  13  years  of  service. 

If  those  injuries  ever  slowed  Wilson 
down,  you'd  be  hard  pressed  to  say  pre- 
cisely how.  September's  Legionnaire  of 
the  Month  is  one  of  the  founders  and 
present  Cdr.  of  Vietnam  Veterans 
Memorial  Post  512  in  Marlton,  N.J., 
and  executive  director  of  the  New  Jer- 
sey Agent  Orange  Commission. 

He's  a  man  whose  commitment  to 
his  fellow  veterans  has  been  demon- 
strated time  and  again  since  leaving 
the  service.  He  formerly  served  as 
director  of  veterans  programs  at  Stock- 
ton State  College  before  taking  the 
helm  of  one  of  the  nation's  first  state- 
sponsored  Agent  Orange  Commis- 
sions. In  that  capacity  he  has  not  only 
helped  prepare  "The  Vietnam  Veter- 
ans Self-Help  Guide  on  Agent  Orange" 
for  New  Jersey  Vietnam  veterans,  but

soaring  trade  deficits,  has  enough 
problems  of  its  own.  The  Canal 
remains  its  only  dependable  source  of 
income,  along  with  continued  U.S.  for- 
eign aid. 

But,  back  burner  or  no,  the  differen- 
ces over  interpreting  the  treaties  may 
yet  boil  over. 

American  critics  are  arguing  that 
the  pacts  are  fatally  flawed  and  leave 
the  Canal  vulnerable  to  hostile  sei- 
zure. Civilian  property  claims  against 
Panama  are  now  the  subject  of  a  bill 
in  the  House  Subcommittee  on  the 
Panama  Canal.  And  a  renewed  effort 
is  under  way  to  force  Congress  to 
strengthen  U.S.  treaty  rights  before 
the  Canal  is  gone. 

In  Panama,  anti-American  nation- 
alists accuse  the  United  States  of  vio- 
lating the  spirit  of  the  treaties  by 
giving  Congress  and  the  Pentagon  too 
much  authority  at  the  expense  of  the 
joint  Panama  Canal  Commission, 
created  to  oversee  Canal  operations 
during  the  transition. 

Here,  legalists  claim  that  the  Com- 
mission, a  U.S.  government  agency,  is 
unconstitutional  because  four  of  its 
nine  board  members,  appointed  by  the 
President,  are  non-resident  Pana- 
manian aliens. 

Back  in  Panama,  authorities  served 
notice  they  would  strenuously  oppose 
the  appointment  of  Lewis  A.  Tambs, 
professor  of  Latin  American  history 
at  Arizona  State  University  and  a 
one-time  treaty  critic,  as  the  new  Uni- 
ted States  Ambassador  to  Panama. 
Meantime,  propaganda  denouncing 
the  American  gringos  still  permeates 
schools,  the  press  and  military  train- 
ing centers. 

United  States  conservatives,  for 
their  part,  accuse  Panama's  leaders  of 
cozying  up  to  Castro  and  aiding 
Communist-led  revolutionaries  in  El 
Salvador  and  elsewhere  in  Central 
America.  And  they  view  with  alarm 
recent  Panamanian-Soviet  commer- 
cial accords  that  some  fear  might  one 
day  give  Moscow  a  Canal  foothold. 

At  the  State  Department,  treaty 
supporters  seek  to  minimize  such  com- 
plaints, suggesting  that  "quiet  diplo- 
macy" can  iron  out  any  lingering 
"technicalities." 

The  treaties  were  the  culmination  of 
more  than  13  years  of  arduous  off- 
again-on-again  negotiations  span- 
ning four  U.S.  administrations. 
Panama's  claim  to  the  Canal  received 
fresh  impetus  after  a  1968  military 
coup  that  overthrew  the  freely  elected 
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civilian  president,  Dr.  Arnulfo  Arias, 
and  established  an  authoritarian 
regime  under  Brig.  Gen.  Omar  Torri- 
jos  Herrera,  flamboyant  chief  of  the 
11,000-man  Guardia  National.  Torrijos 
was  killed  in  the  crash  of  a  Panaman- 
ian Air  Force  plane  on  July  31, 1981,  but 
the  Guardia  retains  effective  control, 
with  the  president,  Ricardo  de  la  Espri- 
ella,  serving  as  a  figurehead.  The 
Guardia  has  engineered  two  political 
shakeups  since  January  and  national 
elections,  promised  in  1984  after  a  16- 
year  absence,  are  considered  doubtful. 

The  Canal  treaties  were  signed 
by  President  Carter  and  Torrijos  on 
Sept.  7,  1977,  at  a  televised  Washing- 
ton ceremony  attended  by  diplomatic 
dignitaries  of  the  27-nation  Organiza- 
tion of  American  States.  But  U.S. 
Senate  ratification  seven  months 
later  came  by  a  bare  one-vote  margin 
over  the  required  two-thirds  majority 
and  only  after  one  of  the  bitterest 
debates  in  Congressional  history. 
Across  the  nation,  pro-  and  anti-treaty 
forces  had  lobbied  furiously  for 
months. 

The  impasse  was  broken  by  the  so- 
called  DeConcini  Amendment,  intro- 
duced by  Sen.  Dennis  DeConcini, 
D-Ariz.  This  amendment,  or  reserva- 
tion, served  to  mollify  many  hard-core 
treaty  foes  by  offering  assurances 
that  the  United  States  would  retain 
the  unilateral  right  to  defend  the 
Canal,  come  what  may. 

The  amendment's  language  is  clear 
and  unequivocal:  "Notwithstanding 
provisions  of  Article  5  [excludes  all 
foreign  forces  from  Panama  after 
1999]  or  any  other  provision  of  the 
(Neutrality)  Treaty,  if  the  Canal  is 
closed,  or  its  operations  are  interfered 
with,  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Republic  of  Panama  shall 
each  independently  have  the  right  to 
take  such  steps  as  each  deems  neces- 
sary, in  accordance  with  its  Constitu- 
tional processes,  including  the  use  of 
military  force  in  the  Republic  of 
Panama,  to  reopen  the  Canal  or  re- 
store the  operations  of  the  Canal,  as  the 
case  may  be." 

These  conditions  appeared  to 
answer  American  fears  that,  should 
the  Canal  be  threatened  by  Panaman- 
ian extremists  or  by  a  hostile  foreign 
power,  a  politically  unstable  Pana- 
manian government  might  be  unable 
or  unwilling  to  act  on  its  own  to  defend 
the  waterway. 

But  Panama's  leaders  had  other

ideas.  Much  to  the  surprise  and  cha- 
grin of  U.S.  negotiators,  the  Pana- 
manians unilaterally  inserted  in  their 
Instruments  of  Ratification  a  three- 
paragraph  "understanding"  of  their 
own  that  appeared  nowhere  in  U.S. 
treaty  texts. 

The  relevant  passage  in  the  Pana- 
manian understanding  states:  "It  is 
the  understanding  of  the  Republic  of 
Panama  that  the  actions  which  either 
Party  may  take  in  the  exercise  of  its 
rights  and  the  fulfillment  of  its  duties 
in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  Neu- 
trality Treaty,  including  measures  to 
reopen  the  Canal  or  to  restore  its  nor- 
mal operation,  if  it  would  be  inter- 
rupted or  obstructed,  will  be  effected 
in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  mutual  respect  and  coopera- 
tion on  which  the  new  relationship 
established  by  that  Treaty  is  based." 
(Emphasis  added) 

This  Panamanian  understanding 
contradicts  the  DeConcini  Amend- 
ment's assurances  of  unilateral  U.S. 
rights  of  intervention  to  defend  the 
Canal.  The  result  is  what  diplomats 
politely  call  "a  divergence  of  views." 

That  seems  to  understate  the  case. 
Panama's  unilateral  "understanding" 
concludes  on  a  defiant  note:  "The  Re- 
public of  Panama  declares  that  its  poli- 
tical independence,  territorial  integrity 
and  self-determination  are  guaranteed 
by  the  unshakeable  will  of  the  Pana- 
manian people.  Therefore,  the  Republic 
of  Panama  will  reject,  in  unity  and 
with  decisiveness  and  firmness,  any 
attempt  by  any  country  to  intervene  in 
its  internal  or  external  affairs." 

This  ringing  bit  of  rhetoric  appears 
aimed  primarily  for  domestic  con- 
sumption. The  treaties  themselves 
provide  ample  and  specific  guaran- 
tees of  non-intervention  in  Panama's 
affairs.  A  separate  Article,  for  exam- 
ple, pledges  that  all  United  States  citi- 
zens "shall  abstain  from  any  political 
activity  in  the  Republic  of  Panama  as 
well  as  from  any  intervention  in  (its) 
internal  affairs..." 

What's  primarily  at  stake,  in  this 
battle  of  words  is  who  does  what  if  or 
when  the  Canal  is  "interrupted"  or 
"obstructed." 

Some  treaty  critics  contend  that  the 
Panamanians  are  trying  to  pull  a  fast 
one.  They  charge  that  Panama's  uni- 
lateral condition  not  only  nullifies  the 
DeConcini  Amendment,  but  also  vio- 
lates international  law.  They  cite  the 
1969  Vienna  Convention  on  the  Law 
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of  Treaties  to  the  effect  that:  "There  is 
no  ratification  if  one  party  makes  its 
agreements  to  the  treaties  contingent 
on  any  amendment,  condition,  reser- 
vation or  understanding  that  is  not 
formally  and  verbatim  accepted  by 
the  other  party." 

Plain  enough.  But  there  now  are 
indications  that  the  Panamanians 
might  make  a  similar  case  against  the 
DeConcini  Amendment's  U.S.  reser- 
vations. 

The  controversy  flared  into  the  open 
after  what  treaty  critics  called  "the 
smoking  pistol  letter"  began  making 
the  rounds  of  official  Washington  last 
July.  The  letter  was  from  former  state 
department  official  David  H.  Popper 
to  Phillip  Harman,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  for  Better  Panama  and 
United  States  Relations,  and  circu- 
lated by  Harman  despite  Popper's 
request  for  anonymity. 

Harman,  an  influential  treaty  critic, 
had  written  to  the  ex-diplomat  asking, 
"why  President  Carter  hadn't  made 
Panama  withdraw  its  'understand- 
ing' that  was  contrary  to  the  DeCon- 
cini condition?" 

Ambassador  Popper,  who  served  as 
special  representative  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  with  the  task  of  preparing  the 
treaties  for  senate  approval,  conceded 
that,  in  his  words,  certain  "ambigui- 
ties" were  considered  "essential"  in 
obtaining  Panama's  agreement  to  the 
pacts. 

Said  Popper:  "The  DeConcini  condi- 
tion, and  certain  other  Senate  reserva- 
tions, embodied  a  concept  of  unilat- 
eralism in  defense  of  the  Canal  which 
was  never  acceptable  to  the  Pana- 
manians. In  the  end  we  concluded 
that  the  Panamanians  had  as  much 
right  to  interpret  the  treaty  as  we  did... 
We  thought  the  fudgy  language  the 
Panamanians  inserted  in  their  Instru- 
ment of  Ratification  committed  us  to 
no  more  than  motherhood;  any  action 
we  took  would  of  course  have  to 
be  justified  on  international  legal 
ground.  If  we  should  ever  be  required 
to  intervene  unilaterally,  we  will  have 
a  first-class  problem,  no  matter  what 
the  (treaty)  Instruments  say." 

Ambassador  Popper's  remarkably 
frank  letter  stirred  up  a  new  contro- 
versy over  the  treaties  and  brought 
demands  for  immediate  Congres- 
sional hearings.  Charles  Breecher,  a 
former  State  Department  officer  and  a 
respected  member  of  the  American 
Continued .  .  .

Society  of  International  Law,  urged 
full  public  disclosure  of  the  issue. 

State  Department  spokesmen  deny 
there  was  any  "cover-up."  They  insist 
Panama  accepted  all  United  States 
conditions  when  it  signed  the  treaties 
and  refer  to  President  Reagan's  assur- 
ances that  he  will  carry  out  the  trea- 
ties' terms.  However,  it  seems  likely 
that  had  the  United  States  Senate 
known  in  advance  of  Panama's  uni- 
lateral "understanding,"  ratification 
would  have  failed. 

Defense  Department  officials,  while 
unwilling  to  discuss  treaty  "ambigui- 
ties," nonetheless  insist  that  their  pre- 
rogatives are  clear.  Under  the  Neu- 
trality Treaty,  says  an  in-house 
Pentagon  fact  sheet,  "the  U.S.  has  the 
unilateral  right  to  insure  that  the 
Canal  remains  open  and  secure  and  to 
take  whatever  action  it  deems  neces- 
sary to  defend  the  Canal  against  any 
threat."  In  the  meantime,  and  before 
the  Canal  goes  over  to  Panama,  the 
U.S.  "retains  the  right  to  use  all  land 
and  water  installations  necessary  for 
Canal  operations  and  defense." 

The  Pentagon  is  confident  it  has 
sufficient  force  available  in  the  area  to 
repel  any  external  assault.  But  it's 
less  clear  on  how  it  might  deal  with 
any  internal  Panamanian  threat.  Of 
the  14  military  bases  once  maintained 
in  the  Canal  Zone,  only  four  remain 
available  to  the  United  States,  and 
even  these  are  under  Panamanian 
civil  and  political  jurisdiction.  Treaty 
terms  also  commit  the  United  States 
to  transfer  to  Panama  portions  of 
three  active  military  installations — 
Ft.  Amador,  Ft.  Gulick  and  Albrook 
East— by  Oct.  1,  1984. 

Thus  far,  the  treaties  have  produced 
no  visible  signs  of  friction  between  the 
two  sides.  A  Combined  Board  of 
senior  U.S.  and  Panamanian  military 
officers,  equal  in  number,  appears  to 
be  functioning  smoothly  in  handling 
routine  defense  and  security  matters. 
Likewise,  a  joint  Panama  Canal  Con- 
sultative Committee  has  met  little  dif- 
ficulty in  reaching  agreement  on  the 
Canal's  civilian  operations. 

D.P.  McAuliffe,  the  United  States 
Canal  Administrator,  has  hailed  the 
joint  transition  efforts  as  "an  example 
of  true  partnership,"  pointing  to  a 
record  171  million  long  tons  of  cargo 
transiting  the  canal  last  year  on 
nearly  14,000  ocean-going  ships  that 
paid  $303  million  in  tolls,  also  a 
record. 


The  Commission's  Panamanian 
Deputy  Administrator,  Fernando 
Manfredo,  has  predicted  that  1982 
will  see  another  "near  break-even 
position"  with  almost  a  quarter  of  toll 
revenues  going  to  Canal  maintenance 
and  improvements.  Manfredo,  like 
American  officials  concerned  with 
Canal  operation,  has  carefully  avoided 
discussing  the  unresolved  issue  of 
intervention  rights  and  other  diplo- 
matic loose  ends. 

The  reason  is  clear.  Aside  from  diplo- 
matic problems,  the  Panama  Canal 
soon  will  face  another  crisis,  this  one 
involving  the  urgent  need  for  expan- 
sion and  modernization.  And  it  is  in 
the  interest  of  all  concerned  to  do  some- 
thing about  it. 

At  present,  the  Canal  can  accommo- 
date ships  no  larger  than  70,000  tons, 
deadweight.  Because  it  takes  each  ves- 
sel some  eight  hours  to  navigate  the 
waterway  through  its  three  sets  of 
locks,  there  often  are  lengthy  delays  at 
both  ends.  At  one  time  in  April  1981, 
there  was  a  backlog  of  116  ships  wait- 
ing to  enter  the  Canal. 

Many  of  today's  commercial  ves- 
sels, including  mammoth  oil  tankers 
in  the  250,000-  to  500,000-ton  range, 
must  bypass  the  Canal  and  sail 
around  Cape  Horn.  This  adds  nearly 
8,000  miles  to  a  New  York  to  San  Fran- 
cisco voyage,  for  example,  and  hikes 
shipping  costs  by  many  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  yearly.  Also,  the 
existing  Canal  cannot  handle  our  13 
large  aircraft  carriers,  thus  increas- 
ing the  logistical  problems  for  thinly 
stretched  U.S.  Navy  forces. 

Some  experts  believe  that  as  things 
now  stand,  the  Canal  could  be  obso- 
lete by  the  turn  of  the  century,  less 
than  a  generation  away. 

Acting  under  terms  of  the  treaties, 
the  United  States  and  Panama  now 
have  under  way  a  joint  $35  million 
study  on  the  feasibility  of  construc- 
ting a  new  sea-level  canal  capable  of 
handling  all  ocean  traffic  more  effi- 
ciently and  economically.  Because  of 
its  crucial  dependence  on  maritime 
commerce,  Japan  has  offered  to  join 
with  the  two  countries  in  any  sea- 
level  project,  sharing  the  estimated 
$15  billion  construction  costs  over  a 
10-year  period.  The  sea-level  proposal, 
however,  is  vigorously  opposed  by 
environmentalists.  They  worry  over 
what  might  happen  to  marine  life  if 
allowed  to  pass  from  the  Pacific, 
where  tides  average  eight  inches 
Continued .  .  .

higher,  to  the  Atlantic.  Some  nature 
lovers  warn  that  poisonous  "sea 
snakes"  now  confined  to  the  Pacific 
could  destroy  much  of  the  shrimp  and 
fishing  industry  in  the  Caribbean  and 
Gulf  of  Mexico. 

A  cheaper  alternative — expanding 
the  present  waterway  at  a  cost  of  some 
$3  billion — also  is  attracting  interest. 
The  Panamanian  engineering  firm  of 
Lopez  Moreno  claims  it  could  build 
two  new  sets  of  locks  at  both  ocean 
terminals  that  would  permit  ships  of 
up  to  250,000  tons,  deadweight,  to  use 
the  Canal. 

In  any  event,  the  present  Canal 
soon  will  have  competition  from  a 
trans-isthmus  oil  pipeline,  designed  to 
handle  Alaskan  North  Slope  oil.  Com- 
pletion of  the  project  is  scheduled  for 
early  1983.  Currently,  the  Alaskan  oil 
must  be  trans-shipped  through  the 
Canal  via  small  tankers,  a  costly  and 
time-consuming  process.  (Ironically, 
Canal  authorities  estimate  they  will 
have  to  raise  tolls  by  up  to  $45  million 
a  year  to  compensate  for  the  loss  of 
this  oil  tanker  traffic.) 

The  most  likely  prospect  is  enlarge- 
ment of  the  present  Canal  from  a  cur- 
rent 38-ship-a-day  volume  to  a 
capacity  of  50  vessels  daily.  This 
would  require  further  widening  of  the 
Gaillard  Cut,  the  Canal's  narrow 
chokepoint  as  it  slices  through  moun- 
tainous terrain  near  the  Pacific  ocean. 
The  only  catch:  the  widening  process 
would  cost  as  much  as  half  a  billion 
dollars. 

But  before  pouring  more  money  into 
the  Panama  Canal,  most  Americans 
clearly  need  stronger  guarantees  that 
their  investment  will  be  safe  and 
worthwhile.  At  its  National  Conven- 
tion in  Hawaii  last  year,  the  Ameri- 
can Legion  called  for  "early  action  to 
modernize  the  existing  lake-lock 
Panama  Canal."  It  also  urged  that 
any  such  modernization  be  author- 
ized "only  when  it  can  be  achieved  at 
no  risk  to  U.S.  investors  and  tax- 
payers and  under  undiluted  U.S. 
sovereign  control ..." 

The  American  Legion  Resolution 
reflected  other  concerns  of  the  Ameri- 
can people.  It  noted  that  Panama  had 
allowed  its  territory  to  be  used  "as  a 
staging  area  for  arms  and  men  sup- 
porting left  wing  terrorists  in  Central 
America,"  and  had  permitted  the 
Canal  to  be  "wrongly  used  for  the 
transit  of  illegal  drugs."  The  Legion 
further  urged  that  Congress  "main- 


tain the  closest  vigil  on  Panama  Ca- 
nal operations  with  a  view  to  preserv- 
ing and  protecting  U.S.  national 
interests." 

It  would  appear  that  continued 
peaceful  operation  of  the  Canal  is  in 
Panama's  interests  as  well.  Accord- 
ing to  an  estimate  of  Karl  R.  Bendet- 
sen,  the  first  chairman  of  the  former 
Panama  Canal  Company,  the  Pan- 
amanian government  over  the  next  22 
years  stands  to  pick  up  as  much  as  $4 
billion  from  Uncle  Sam.  This  includes 
Canal  tolls  and  "rent"  payments — 
increased  by  the  treaties  from  $2.3 
million  to  some  $75  million  a  year — 
plus  various  credits  and  outright  eco- 
nomic and  military  aid.  After  that, 
Panama  will  receive,  "free  and  clear," 
the  Canal  itself,  an  asset  variously 
estimated  to  be  worth  $6  billion  or 
more — probably  billions  more.  "Not 
bad,"  says  Bendetsen,  "for  a  country 
of  2  million,  smaller  than  South  Caro- 
lina, that  didn't  even  exist  until  1903 
when  the  United  States  took  over  the 
building  of  the  Canal  after  the  French 
had  failed." 

What  bothers  Americans  more  than 
the  inflammatory  anti-gringo  rhetoric 
of  Panamanian  politicians,  and  their 
lack  of  gratitude  for  U.S.  largesse,  is 
the  possibility  that  the  Canal  might 
fall  into  hostile  hands.  This  would  be, 
in  a  word,  intolerable. 

As  President  Reagan  has  stated: 
"Nearly  half  of  U.S.  trade,  two-thirds 
of  our  imported  oil,  and  over  half  of 
our  imported  strategic  minerals  pass 
through  the  Panama  Canal  or  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico." 

Realistically,  it  appears  to  be  too 
late  to  undo  the  treaties  as  well  as  an 
exercise  in  futility  to  bemoan  our 
"giveaway"  of  the  Canal.  As  State 
Department  negotiators  have  observed, 
continued  U.S.  sovereignty  over  terri- 
tory bisecting  another  country  "in 
perpetuity,"  as  the  original  1903 
Canal  treaty  decreed,  was  an  anach- 
ronism. Better,  perhaps,  would  have 
been  a  treaty  granting  Panama  sov- 
ereignty over  the  Canal  Zone,  but 
retaining  continued  U.S.  control  of 
the  Canal. 

Whatever  develops,  the  continued 
safe  and  efficient  operation  of  the 
waterway  is  absolutely  vital  to  the 
United  States,  both  commercially  and 
militarily.  This  requires  that  sooner 
rather  than  later,  the  United  States 
must  nail  down  its  right  to  defend  the 
Panama  Canal,  come  hell  or  high 
water.  ©

using  portable  equipment.  Medical 
equipment  and  medicine  at  the  home 
are  inspected  constantly.  Visiting 
nurses  regularly  discuss  the  patient's 
symptoms  and  progress  with  the 
patient  and  the  care-giver. 

At  some  hospitals,  the  home  care 
team  consists  of  a  full-time  physician 
working  with  public  health  nurses. 
Other  teams  are  composed  of  a  part- 
time  physician  working  with  a  team 
of  nurse  practitioners.  Registered 
nurses  and  licensed  practical  nurses 
also  are  used  by  the  teams. 

June  Mrazek  is  both  a  nurse  practi- 
tioner and  the  coordinator  of  the  home 
care  program  for  the  VA  Medical  Cen- 
ter in  Miami. 

The  Chicago  native  says  the  Miami 
team  makes  an  average  of  500  visits  a 
month,  including  150  visits  by  two 
nurses,  100  visits  by  three  hospital 
technicians,  50  visits  by  a  social 
worker  and  50  visits  by  a  dietitian. 

Home  care  team  members  at  the 
Miami  hospital  use  government  cars 
when  available  and  their  own  autos  at 
other  times. 

Miami  team  members  have  found 
that  the  environment  of  the  home  is 
one  of  the  most  important  factors  in 
the  decision  to  discharge  a  patient 
from  the  hospital  to  home  care. 

Each  home  is  inspected  and  the 
care-giver  thoroughly  interviewed  be- 
fore a  patient  is  enrolled  in  the  home 
care  program. 

"When  you  know  the  home  situa- 
tion intimately,  you  can  do  a  better  job 
of  treating  the  patient,"  says  Ms. 
Mrazek. 

Team  members  find  they  get  to 
know  their  home  patients  better  than 
hospital  patients.  Carolyn  Hostetler, 
a  nurse  practitioner  at  the  VA  Medical 
Center  in  Cleveland,  says:  "The  ap- 
proach is  different.  You  have  to  deal 
with  the  whole  person." 

At  present  the  Cleveland  team  cares 
for  more  than  100  patients.  Full-time 
staff  consists  of  one  nurse  practi- 
tioner, five  public  health  nurses,  one 
licensed  practical  nurse  and  a  clerk. 
Serving  part-time  are  a  physician,  a 
social  worker,  two  rehabilitation  ther- 
apists, a  dietitian  and  a  clinical  phar- 
macist. 

The  training  of  the  patient  and  the 
people  who  care  for  the  patient  are  im- 
portant parts  of  the  home  care  treat- 
ment program. 

In  the  case  of  a  stroke  patient,  the 
individual  and  the  family  are  trained 
Continued .  .  . 
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in  rehabilitation  exercises.  Another 
patient  or  care-giver  may  be  in- 
structed in  how  to  apply  special 
medicines. 

The  schedule  for  team  members  var- 
ies. In  one  day  a  nurse  on  the  Cleve- 
land team  visited  a  new  home  care 
patient  at  7:30  a.m.  When  she  found 
the  patient's  condition  had  deterio- 
rated overnight,  she  immediately 
called  for  an  ambulance  to  return  him 
to  the  hospital.  Then  she  attended  a 
meeting  at  the  hospital  to  discuss 
plans  for  the  eventual  discharge  of 
patients.  Before  ending  her  work  day, 
the  same  nurse  visited  three  patients 
in  their  homes. 

Most  team  members  express  admi- 
ration for  the  relationship  that  devel- 
ops between  team  members  and 
patients  in  the  home  care  program. 

Daniel  Kovach,  the  coordinator  at 
the  VA  Medical  Center  in  Buffalo, 
says:  "There  is  a  much  closer  relation- 
ship between  patient  and  team  mem- 
bers than  there  is  between  patients 
and  hospital  staff  members.  Often 
you  become  very  close  friends,  and  in 
all  cases  the  person  becomes  some- 
thing more  than  just  a  patient  to  the 
team  members." 

Betty  Reed,  a  nurse  with  the  home 
care  team  at  the  Washington,  D.C., 
VA  Medical  Center,  says  she  looks  for- 
ward to  visiting  her  house-bound 
patients  and  their  families. 

In  addition  to  receiving  frequent 
visits  from  nurses,  the  average 
patient  is  seen  once  every  two  weeks 
by  a  doctor.  With  some  home  care 
teams,  the  doctor  makes  regular  visits 
one  day  a  week,  accompanied  by  the 
nurse  to  which  the  patient  is  assigned. 
At  other  hospitals,  the  doctors  make 
calls  independently,  when  the  visiting 
nurses  indicate  they  are  needed.  Some 
doctors  who  have  duties  in  addition  to 
the  home  care  program  ask  that 
patients  instead  be  brought  to  the 
hospitals  for  examinations. 

The  coordinator  of  the  team  in 
Hines,  111.,  Anita  Martin,  says  that 
her  nurses  see  up  to  seven  patients  a 
day.  The  Hines  team,  with  three 
nurses  and  a  number  of  other  medical 
specialists,  has  been  assigned  five 
cars  to  serve  an  average  daily  patient 
load  of  50. 

"We  do  a  lot  of  follow-up  with  rela- 
tives of  the  family,"  says  Miss  Martin. 
"We  know  the  care-giver  needs  a  lot  of 
help  after  a  patient  dies,  for  example, 
so  we  have  helped  widows  to  organize 
in  a  self-help  group  which  meets 
monthly  with  a  VA  social  worker." 
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Nurses  say  they  are  asked  to  use 
their  initiative  more  in  the  home  care 
program  than  in  normal  hospital 
assignments. 

Juanita  Gibner,  a  nurse  practi- 
tioner and  the  coordinator  of  the  team 
at  the  VA  Medical  Center  in  Albu- 
querque, N.M.,  says:  "Working  in  the 
home  care  program  is  quite  an  inde- 
pendent experience  for  a  nurse.  And  it 
is  a  very  challenging  role  for  the  nurse 
who  likes  to  teach." 

Her  team  has  three  registered 
nurses,  one  nursing  assistant,  one 
social  worker  and  one  secretary.  With 
a  physician  working  three  afternoons 
a  week,  the  team  averages  440  visits  a 
month  and  cares  for  an  average  of  60 
patients. 

Studies  indicate  home  care  results 
in  major  savings  in  the  care  of 
patients.  One  VA  study  of  home  care 
shows  an  average  of  $63.42  a  visit.  As 
the  patient  is  not  visited  every  day, 
the  average  cost  per  day  is  even  lower 
for  treatment,  $14.92. 

A  hospitalized  patient  by  compari- 
son costs  $150  a  day  or  more  in  a  VA 
hospital.  Most  of  the  difference  in  cost 
results  from  using  the  home  rather 
than  a  hospital  room,  and  the  volun- 
tary care  provided  by  the  care-giver 
rather  than  a  hospital  staff. 

These  lower  costs  have  generated 
interest  in  Congress,  where  members 
are  concerned  about  projected  in- 
creased medical  costs  at  VA  hospitals. 
Larger  patient  loads  are  anticipated 
in  the  next  two  decades  as  World  War 
II  veterans  grow  older. 

For  those  who  work  in  the  home 
care  program,  there  is  little  question 
about  the  value  of  the  program  to  the 
patients  themselves,  "who  are  able  to 
live  at  home.  Kovach,  the  coordinator 
of  the  Buffalo  team,  says:  "We  have 
patients  who,  without  the  home  care 
program,  would  have  to  live  in  nurs- 
ing homes,  separated  from  their 
families."  © 
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Child  Abuse 
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ily  available  'hot  lines'  are  needed 
where  parents  can  simply  call  in  and 
have  an  understanding  ear  when  the 
pressure  gets  too  great,"  Dr.  Barahal 
says. 

Another  of  the  findings  in  his  study, 
something  confirmed  in  other  such 
studies,  is  that  abusive  parents  are 
often  isolated  from  friends  and  family. 

"Most  of  what  parents  know  about 
dealing  with  children  is  learned  from 
relatives,"  he  says. 

But  we've  all  seen  how  some  parents 
deal  with  children  and  pressure. 
Almost  every  reader  of  a  daily 
newspaper  is  used  to  spotting  short 
notices  about  the  pitiful  case  of  little 
Johnnie  or  Janie  who  was  burned, 
beaten,  choked,  raped,  imprisoned  in  a 
closet,  starved,  stomped  and  so  on  ad 
nauseam.  On  the  surface,  it  mostly 
looks  like  sick  minds  at  work.  But  with 
only  a  few  exceptions  for  insanity,  the 
majority  of  parents  who  abuse  their 
children  aren't  at  all  sadistic.  Despite 
their  best  intentions,  these  parents  lose 
control  and  hate  themselves  for  it. 
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"This  might  be  an  opportune 
moment  to  make  that  citizen's  arrest 
you've  talked  about..." 
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Take  the  case  of  a  31 -year-old,  college- 
educated  mother  who  had  been 
physically  abusing  her  three-year-old 
daughter.  The  woman  flew  into  an 
uncontrollable  rage  if  the  girl  dropped 
crumbs  on  the  floor  at  meal  time.  The 
mother  had  been  raised  by  a  woman  so 
unreasonably  strict,  she  kept  her  own 
kids  in  the  basement  so  the  house  would 
always  be  spotless.  The  basement- 
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dwelling  girl  became  a  mother  equally 
as  unreasonable.  The  woman  realized 
she  had  a  problem  and,  when  she  ser- 
iously injured  her  little  girl  (literally 
over  spilt  milk),  she  called  Parent's 
Anonymous,  a  child  abuse  treatment 
and  educational  program.  The  mother 
was  plugged  into  a  self-help  network  of 
other  parents  with  the  same  problem. 
Often,  the  parents  come  up  with  novel 
ways  in  group  therapy  sessions 
whereby  others  can  learn  to  cope  with 
their  hang-ups.  One  solution,  suggested 
to  the  now-mellower  mother,  was  to 
simply  put  the  child  out  on  the  porch  at 
meal  time  so  her  little  spills  and  crumbs 
wouldn't  trigger  the  mother's  towering, 
irrational  anger.  Parent's  Anonymous 
concentrates  on  helping  parents 
recognize  their  own  flash  points  and  on 
untangling  the  old  patterns  that  made 
them  that  way.  For  instance,  another 
abusive  father  was  shown  how  he  could 
let  off  steam  by  scattering  pillows 
around  the  house  to  punch  when 
angry— instead  of  his  small  son. 

Later  on,  once  the  parents  have 
gained  some  control,  they  go  on  to  learn 
about  positive  child  rearing  techniques. 
They  also  learn  how  to  enrich  their  lives 
and  to  relax  through  exercise,  the  value 
of  hobbies  and  recreation,  how  to  play 
with  children  (such  instruction  might 
seem  pointless  to  most  of  us,  but  if  your 
parents  didn't  play  with  you  as  a  child, 
you  probably  won't  know  how  to  play 
with  your  own  child)  and  how  to  treat 
themselves  better  to  boost  shabby  self- 
esteems.  All  too  often,  the  typical  abuser 
sees  ordinary  childish  behavior  as 
"bad"  and  expects  the  child  to  give  the 
affection  and  care  needed  by  the 
parent — rather  than  the  other  way 
around.  Abusive  parents  also  learn  how 
to  use  the  telephone  to  dump  anger  and 
stress  on  another  adult  instead  of  a 
child  who  can't  handle  or  even  under- 
stand it.  Many  times,  a  homemaker  vol- 
unteer is  linked  up  with  a  young  mother 
who  might  not  know  the  basics  of  feed- 
ing, clothing  and  giving  proper  physical 
and  emotional  nurturing  to  infants. 

"Parent's  Anonymous  actually  has 
a  drop  out  rate  of  20  to  30  percent 
because  many  abusive  parents  can't 
cope  with  the  idea  of  rapid  change— 
and  that's  exactly  what  we  demand," 
says  Leonard  Lieber,  co-founder  and 
executive  director  of  the  organization. 
"When  an  abusive  parent  finds  out  he 
is  not  alone  with  his  problems,  his 
world  expands  by  100  percent.  We've

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found  that  people  can  stop  abusing 
their  kids  in  three  weeks." 

Some  communities  offer  parent  effec- 
tiveness training  programs  that  are 
state  or  federally  funded.  Led  by  volun- 
teer teachers  and  social  workers,  these 
classes  demonstrate  child  rearing  tech- 
niques. Some  high  schools  now  offer 
parenting  classes  to  teen-agers. 

Other  states  offer  Parent  Aid  Pro- 
grams to  help  child  abusers.  One  such 
program  in  Seattle  matches  non- 
professional adults  who  want  to  volun- 
teer their  time  with  abusing  parents  in 
a  one-on-one  situation.  The  coordi- 
nator of  the  program  in  Washington's 
King  County,  Joan  Heagney,  says  the 
abusive  parent  is  found  in  every  walk 
of  life. 

"We've  found  brain  surgeons  who 
neglect  their  kids  right  along  with 
ghetto  parents  who  come  from  families 
with  generations  of  abuse  behind 
them,"  she  says. 

Sexual  abuse  of  children  violates  one 
of  mankind's  oldest  taboos — incest. 
Statistics  from  the  National  Center  for 
Child  Abuse  and  Neglect  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  show  few  reported  cases  of 
sexual  abuse  that  involve  a  stranger. 
In  most  cases,  perpetrator  and  victim 
know  each  other.  More  than  95  percent 
of  the  abusers  are  men  and  50  percent 
of  cases  involve  children  under  11.  Vic- 
tims are  as  likely  to  be  male  as  female 
and  are  often  family  members. 

Says  Dr.  Henry  Giaretto,  director  of 
Parent's  United,  a  national  child  abuse 
organization  that  specializes  in  sexual 
abuse:  "Child  abusers  are  usually  just 
ordinary  people  caught  in  situations 
that  are  beyond  their  control.  And  it's  a 
myth  that  sexual  abuse  of  children 
exists  only  among  the  poor — it  cuts 
across  all  boundaries  of  economic 
level,  race,  ethnic  origin,  heritage  and 
religious  faith. 

"What  usually  happens  is  that  a 
man  just  does  not  know  how  to  form  a 
close  relationship  even  though  he  gets 
married.  He  is  lonely  and  gets  into  an 
intimate  relationship  with  one  of  his 
kids  to  stifle  that  loneliness." 

When  a  case  is  referred  to  Parent's 
United,  the  child  victims  are  enrolled 
in  Sons  or  Daughters  United.  There,  a 
trained  counselor  explains  first  and 
foremost  the  problem  of  the  parent  is  in 
no  way  the  fault  of  the  child.  Thus, 
there  is  no  need  for  guilt  or  shame  at 
"having  sent  my  daddy  to  jail."  It  is 
hoped  that  the  cycle  of  self-hate  is 
broken  at  this  point  when  sons  and 
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daughters  learn  the  reasons  behind 
their  parents'  behavior.  Experts  say 
sexual  abuse  of  children  includes  all 
untoward  behavior  ranging  from  dirty 
talk  or  phone  calls  to  exhibitionism, 
incest  and  rape.  Dr.  Giaretto  points  out 
that  most  sexual  abusers  were  them- 
selves victims  of  battering  or  sexual 
abuse  when  they  were  children  and 
that  such  parents  tend  to  be  loners  who 
are  "socially  isolated."  Dr.  Giaretto's 
own  estimate  is  that  there  are  two  to 
three  million  cases  of  child  sexual 
abuse  each  year — much  more  than  the 
number  reported. 

In  some  communities,  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Parent's  United  chapter  has 
resulted  in  quadrupling  the  number  of 
child  sexual  abuse  cases  reported. 

In  Illinois,  social  workers  have  come 
up  with  one  way  to  tell  which  parents 
might  need  assistance  with  children. 
At  the  Child  Abuse  Unit  for  Studies, 
Education  and  Services  (CAUSES)  at 
Chicago's  Illinois  Masonic  Medical 
Center,  a  personality  inventory  on  par- 
enting has  been  designed  for  expectant 
mothers.  Women  take  the  inventory 
during  the  first  visit  to  the  prenatal 
clinic.  If  the  quiz  shows  a  mother  has  a 
high  potential  to  become  an  abusive 
parent  (about  15  percent  will  show 
such  a  tendency)  a  social  worker  will 
later  visit  to  see  what  help,  if  any,  is 
needed.  For,  whatever  the  form  of  child 
abuse,  once  the  chain  is  broken,  the 
abuse  is  not  too  likely  to  start  up  again. 

And  the  legacy  of  self-hate  will  be 
ended. 

Recognizing  the  devastation  inflicted 
on  society  as  a  result  of  child  abuse  and 
neglect,  The  American  Legion  holds 
resolute  several  positions  that  reflect 
our  concern  and  our  desire  to  effect 
change.  We  encourage  awareness  of 
child  abuse  and  neglect  through  educa- 
tion by  professionals  and  paraprofes- 
sionals  who  deal  regularly  with  child- 
ren; we  urge  Posts  of  The  American 
Legion  to  stimulate  public  awareness 
and  support  community  education 
that  will  reduce  the  potential  for  abuse; 
and  we  advocate  review  of  state  stat- 
utes and  penalties  for  abuse  to  deter- 
mine the  adequacy  of  such  laws  that 
will  ultimately  protect  the  child  victim.

The  Divine  Wind

forbade  truthful  reporting  and  assess- 
ment. Adm.  Arima's  sortie  was  typical. 
He  immediately  went  into  Japanese 
mythology  as  the  man  who  "lit  the 
fuse"  of  the  kamikaze  campaign.  In 
official  dispatches  it  was  said  that  "he 
himself  dove  into  an  aircraft  carrier." 
In  fact,  Arima  hit  nothing,  nor  did  any 
of  his  companions.  The  United  States 
reported  no  kamikaze  attacks  that  day. 

But  the  kamikaze  attacks  were  real, 
soon  enough,  and  they  did  sting.  The 
first  big  attack  off  Leyte  came  on  Oct. 
25,  1944,  five  days  after  the  landings 
began.  In  a  day  of  wild  action,  the 
Divine  Wind  sank  one  jeep  carrier,  the 
St.  Lo,  and  damaged  five  more — 
Suwannee,  Santee,  White  Plains, 
Kalinin  Bay  and  Kitkun  Bay.  It  was 
the  beginning  of  a  blood  bath  that 
lasted  into  the  summer  of  1945  and  cost 
the  United  States  thousands  of  men 
and  hundreds  of  ships — the  worst 
losses  the  Navy  had  ever  known. 

But  it  didn't  stop  the  American  jug- 
gernaut; in  fact,  it  barely  slowed  it.  Lt. 
Gen.  Walter  Krueger's  6th  Army  began 
a  classic,  island-hopping  campaign 
toward  Manila,  supported  all  the  way 
by  the  Navy,  which  in  the  meantime 
destroyed  the  remnants  of  the  Japan- 
ese navy  in  the  Battle  for  Leyte  Gulf, 
the  greatest  naval  campaign  in  history. 
By  November  the  Army  had  Leyte,  in 
December  it  pushed  on  to  Mindoro,  and 
in  January  it  was  Luzon,  Manila,  and 
the  fall  of  the  Philippines. 

Even  the  Japanese  mentality  could 
not  disguise  the  fact  that  all  of  these 
"victories"  brought  the  enemy  ever 
closer  to  the  homeland.  Adm.  Ohnishi 
had  to  admit  (but  only  to  himself)  that 
the  kamikaze  sacrifice  was  not  enough. 
In  early  January  he  was  ordered  back 
to  Formosa  with  any  planes  he  could 
salvage.  They  flew  out  in  the  dark  of 
night  in  twos  and  threes,  escaping  any 
way  they  could.  What  was  left  in 
planes  and  men  must  be  conserved  to 
save  the  Emperor  and  the  nation. 

At  home,  the  radio  tried  its  best  to 
salvage  national  pride,  at  the  same 
time  exhorting  civilians  to  begin  pre- 
paring to  defend  their  homes  with 
sharpened  bamboo  sticks  and  bows 
and  arrows  if  necessary.  Even  the  Spe- 
cial Attack  Corps  began  to  change 
character.  Those  last  letters  home  no 
longer  rang  with  the  earlier  patriotism, 
and  for  good  reason:  most  of  the  senior 
pilots  were  gone,  and  what  good  had  it 
done?  The  younger  men  now  saw  that 
the  American  fleet  was  still  there, 
stronger  than  ever,  and  the  invading 
hordes  landed  wherever  they  wished. 


Iwo  Jima  in  February,  Okinawa  in 
April — how  could  these  devils  be 
stopped?  Could  even  the  Divine  Wind 
now  save  Japan?  These  thoughts  could 
not  be  expressed  publicly,  of  course, 
and  only  with  the  greatest  circumspec- 
tion in  even  the  secret  councils  of  the 
General  Staff.  Splits  began  to  appear 
in  the  highest  officer  circles:  in  one 
camp  the  hotheads  who  wished  to  con- 
tinue the  war  at  any  cost,  in  the  other 
the  more  sober  ones,  who  could  contem- 
plate (but  not  mention)  the  idea  of  sur- 
render in  order  to  save  the  lives  of 
millions  of  civilians,  defenseless 
against  the  great  fire-bomb  raids  of  the 
B29s. 

Among  the  hotheads  were  the  two 
top  leaders  of  the  kamikaze  school, 
Adm.  Ohnishi  and  Adm.  Matsome 
Ugaki.  Ugaki  had  been  chief  of  staff  to 
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"Can  you  imagine  how  thrilled  he 
would  be  if,  just  once,  someone 
would  call  him  Chief?" 

THE  AMERICAN  LEGION  MAGAZINE  

Adm.  Yamamoto  in  the  Pearl  Harbor 
attacks,  had  seen  his  hero  trapped  and 
shot  down  in  the  Solomons,  and  now 
was  commander  of  the  5th  Air  Fleet, 
the  only  viable  forces  left  for  the 
Japanese  navy's  last  stand.  The  army 
promised  to  cooperate  with  him,  but 
secretly  was  saving  as  many  planes  as 
possible  for  defense  of  the  homeland. 

When  Ugaki  took  command,  he  was 
as  firm  as  ever  in  his  belief  in  the 
Divine  Wind  philosophy.  And  he  knew 
that  he  had  full  backing  at  the  highest 
level.  Gen.  Kuniaki  Koiso  was  now  the 
prime  minister,  having  been  recalled 
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from  Korea  to  take  over  the  govern- 
ment from  the  ousted  Tojo.  Just  three 
weeks  before  Ugaki  activated  the 
kamikaze  forces  in  Kyushu,  Koiso  told 
the  Diet,  in  typical  Japanese  double- 
speak: 

"The  military  developments  in  the 
Pacific  theater  are  in  a  state  which 
does  not  necessarily  admit  of  opti- 
mism." 

This  was  dangerously  near  treason, 
in  the  Japanese  view,  but  then  he  went 
on: 

"However,  the  greatly  extended  sup- 
ply lines  of  the  enemy  on  all  fronts  are 
exposed  to  our  attacks  and  in  this  fact, 
I  believe,  is  to  be  found  our  golden 
opportunity  to  grasp  victory." 

And  finally,  the  call  to  supreme  sac- 
rifice: 

"Now  indeed  is  the  time  for  us,  the 
100  million,  to  give  vent  to  our  flaming 
ardor  and  following  in  the  footsteps  of 
the  valiant  men  of  the  Special  Attack 
Corps,  demonstrate  even  more  spirit  of 
sure  victory  in  the  field  of  production." 

Ugaki  was  pleased.  He  began  organ- 
izing the  kamikaze  bases  .  around 
Kanoya,  backed  up  by  training  bases 
in  Honshu,  the  main  island,  and  stag- 
ing bases  down  the  chain.  At  the 
"front,"  old  army  barracks  were  left 
standing,  flags  flying  from  the  poles  to 
make  the  enemy  think  the  Army  was 
still  training  there.  There  was  no  time 
to  build  underground  revetments,  but 
planes  were  hidden  as  well  as  possible 
away  from  the  dirt  airstrips.  Commun- 
ications and  other  vital  services  were 
put  underground  as  much  as  possible, 
but  there  was  so  little  time. 

The  worst  problem  of  all:  the  planes 
were  old  and  the  pilots  were  young. 
These  men — really  boys,  some  of  them 
— lacked  the  tradition,  the  training  and 
the  dedication  of  earlier  kamikaze 
pilots.  They  were  still  volunteers,  to  be 
sure,  but  the  unthinkable  had  come  to 
pass:  some  of  the  youngsters  were 
questioning  the  doctrine  of  suicide. 
What  use  was  it?  What  had  the  sacri- 
fices already  made  availed?  The 
enemy  was  now  at  the  gates,  was  even 
now  bombing  and  burning  the  cities 
behind  them,  killing  the  women  and 
children  Japanese  pilots  were  sup- 
posed to  be  saving. 

Ugaki  would  have  none  of  this,  and 
he  was  helped  by  circumstances — the 
enemy  landed  on  Okinawa  on  April  1. 
Okinawa  was  officially  part  of  the 
homeland.  It  must  be  defended  at  any 
cost.  Now  was  the  time  for  the  kami- 
kaze's last  effort.

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Ugaki's  final  show  was  a  spectacu- 
lar. The  kamikazes  were  ever  present 
at  Okinawa.  Hardly  a  day  passed  from 
March  through  June  that  they  did  not 
attack,  day  or  night  or  both,  by  individ- 
ual planes,  small  groups  or  masses  of 
them.  The  old  admiral  used  every 
plane  that  would  fly  and  every  pilot 
who  could  get  off  the  ground.  Some 
planes  had  fixed  under-carriage  and 
pants  over  the  wheels,  they  were  that 
old. 

Some  pilots  could  not  read  a  compass 
or  had  no  navigational  instruments — 
they  followed  other  planes  to  the  target. 
It  wasn't  hard  to  find.  More  than  1,000 
ships  were  at  or  near  Okinawa,  just  350 
miles  south  of  Kyushu,  and  the  fast 
carrier  task  forces  were  ravaging 
Japan  itself.  The  great  fire  raids  of  the 
B29s  had  begun  in  earnest  with  the 
March  8-9  burning  of  Tokyo — the 
greatest  man-made  fire  in  the  history 
of  the  Western  world.  Over  80,000  peo- 
ple were  killed,  a  million  made  home- 
less, and  16  square  miles  of  the  city 
leveled.  In  his  heart  Ugaki  knew  the 
Empire  was  doomed;  that  made  no  dif- 
ference to  a  samurai.  He  mounted  10 
mass  kamikaze  raids  from  Kyushu — 
the  so-called  kikusui  operations  ("float- 
ing chrysanthemum").  The  first  one, 
April  6-7,  was  the  largest — nearly  400 
planes  airborne — and  the  fireworks 
and  carnage  were  tremendous.  Ten 
American  destroyers  were  either  sunk 
or  so  badly  damaged  they  never  got 
back  in  the  war.  Two  ammunition 
ships  were  set  afire  and  an  LST  burned 
for  24  hours  in  plain  sight  of  defending 
ships.  That  day  and  night  of  battle  cost 
the  Navy  1,000  sailors  killed  or 
wounded,  but  the  American  war 
machine  barely  paused. 

Only  a  handful  of  Ugaki's  planes 
came  back  and  he  was  not  deluded  by 
the  report  from  the  Japanese  army 
defending  Okinawa:  "More  than  30 
ships  were  observed  sinking  and  more 
than  20  burning."  Actually  four  ships 
were  sunk,  nothing  larger  than  a 
destroyer. 

For  his  second  mass  raid,  April  12- 
13,  Ugaki  could  launch  only  185 
planes.  Besides  materiel  shortages, 
Ugaki  had  a  problem  he  had  never 
encountered  before — some  pilots  re- 
fused to  take  off  when  ordered.  The 
admiral  wisely  did  nothing.  These 
were  young  men,  some  hardly  out  of 
boyhood,  and  their  emotions  were  out 
of  control.  Their  friends  went  forward 
to  death  every  day,  and  behind  them 


their  cities  and  towns  were  burning. 
They  needed  time  to  think.  The 
admiral  left  them  alone.  Almost  with- 
out exception  they  were  ready  to  fly 
within  a  few  days.  Every  Japanese 
must  give  his  life  now. 

At  the  beachhead  the  Americans 
could  read  the  difference.  Most  of  the 
kamikaze  pilots  were  still  intent  on  sui- 
cide, to  be  sure,  but  many  of  them  were 
inept  and  in  some  cases  it  was  hard  to 
believe  they  were  really  trying.  It  was 
true.  Ens.  Yasunori  Aoki,  20,  a  farmer 
and  nature  lover,  staged  through 
Kanoya  and  finally  took  off  with  a  17- 
year-old  pilot.  But  Aoki  had  seen  the 
little  knots  of  disturbed  youngsters  and 
he  had  doubts  about  himself.  Was  he 
really  a  coward? 

Off  Okinawa  the  pilot  took  the  plane 
down  to  crash  an  enemy  destroyer,  but 
missed  (intentionally?)  and  splashed 
nearby.  As  the  destroyer  came  near 
them,  the  pilot  was  hooked  by  a  grap- 
pling iron  and  hauled  aboard  like  a 
fish.  Then  he  saw  Ens.  Aoki  grab  a 
rope  from  the  destroyer.  He  screamed 
in  horror,  "You're  climbing  up!"  It  was 
true,  Aoki  was  saving  himself.  A  year 
later  he  approached  his  home,  in 
shame  and  trepidation.  His  uncle  came 
toward  him,  smiling.  "I've  had  two 
lives,"  Aoki  thought.  "Now  every 
moment  is  precious." 

For  the  third  mass  raid,  Ugaki  could 
mount  only  165  planes,  and  for  the  last 
"mass"  raid,  June  21-22,  only  45  planes 
took  off.  The  Divine  Wind  was  now  less 
than  a  breeze  and  threatened  no 
sailors. 

On  Aug.  15,  1945,  the  Imperial 
rescript  was  read  to  all  of  Japan  and  to 
the  world.  Most  Japanese  were 
stunned,  unable  to  comprehend  sur- 
render, and  many — generals  and 
admirals  included — broke  into  tears. 

Among  the  Special  Attack  Corps, 
two  scenes  remained  to  be  played  out. 

Scene  I,  Kanoya  Airbase.  On  the 
afternoon  of  the  rescript,  Adm.  Ugaki 
stripped  his  uniform  of  all  insignia, 
mounted  a  platform  at  the  airstrip  and 
addressed  some  young  pilots.  "Are  you 
willing  to  die  with  me?"  Eleven  hands 
shot  up,  and  the  planes  took  off.  That 
evening  the  admiral  radioed  back: 

"I  am  going  to  make  an  attack  at 
Okinawa,  where  my  men  have  fallen 
like  cherry  blossoms.  There  I  will  crash 
into  and  destroy  the  conceited  enemy 
in  the  true  spirit  of  bushido,  with  firm 
conviction  and  faith  in  the  eternity  of 
Imperial  Japan." 

Adm.  Ugaki  was  never  seen  again, 
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and  the  American  communique  for 
that  date  records  no  enemy  aerial 
activity  on  any  front. 

Scene  II:  Tokyo.  Adm.  Ohnishi  lost 
his  last  battle  in  the  underground  con- 
ference room  of  the  prime  minister's 
residence.  In  the  stormy  meeting  he 
cried  out,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  "We 
must  throw  ourselves  headlong  into 
the  plan  and  make  it  come  true.  If  we 
are  prepared  to  sacrifice  20  million 
Japanese  lives  in  a  'special  attack' 
effort,  victory  will  be  ours!"  Just  then 
the  air  raid  sirens  screamed  and  the 
meeting  was  adjourned.  ( 
1  Ohnishi  listened  to  the  Imperial 
rescript  and  the  next  morning,  at  his 
home,  the  father  of  the  Special  Attack 
Corps  performed  the  harakiri  ritual 
using  the  sword  of  his  aide.  He  lingered 
in  agony  for  hours,  refusing  all  help. 
When  the  aide  came,  Ohnishi  said:  "I 
thought  your  sword  was  sharper;  it 
didn't  cut  very  well." 

At  the  end,  he  reached  for  the  aide's 
hand  and  said  one  word,  "Sayonara." 

Adm.  Ohnishi  left  a  message  for  the 
children  of  Japan: 

"You  must  abide  by  the  spirit  of  the 
Emperor's  decision  with  utmost  perser- 
verance.  Do  not  forget  your  rightful 
pride  in  being  Japanese.  You  are  the 
treasure  of  the  nation.  With  all  the  fer- 
vor of  spirit  of  the  Special  Attackers, 
strive  for  the  welfare  of  Japan  and  for 
peace  throughout  the  world." 

He  also  left  his  last  haiku: 
Refreshed, 

I  feel  like  the  clear  moon 

after  a  storm.  ©
